He's still 
4he same artist and colorful person- 
alKyjbut he am be hit harder and 
mar* often than when he was in his 
prinfc. Chatham Start demon¬ 
strated that here Saturday as they 
poudded Allen from the box and 
procee d ed on their way to a con¬ 
vincing 8-3 victory over Sarnia Red 
Sox.- Until two men were out in the 
third inning of the Btars-Red Sox 
game at Athletic Park, Allen was 
hfc old cool self. Then two Sarnia 
emirs placed men on the bags and 
Boomer Harding whaled a long 
triple to left field to bring the two 
I Bonners home and tie the score at 
2-#.D. 

| The Red Sox never regained their 
lead and in the fourth inning Chat¬ 
ham scored twice more and con¬ 
tinued to peck at Allen's offerings 
until in the eighth the Sarnia vet¬ 
eran yielded three more runs and 
decided he had had enough. 

The victory gave the Chatham

The wildest O.B.A. final in Western Ontario baseball history. That was 
the Penetanguishene-Chatham Colored All Stars collision for the 1934 
Intermediate “B” title. 

Three hundred fans storming the diamond threatening mob violence 
because an umpire changed his decision in the second game of the series 
helped make it wild. 

Phil Marchildon, now with the Philadelphia Athletics, was the Penetang 
pitcher. He was plenty wild too, walking eight, hitting one with a pitched 
ball and firing two wild pitches. He was also plenty good. 

All Stars had a chance to win the first provincial baseball title in Kent 
County history. First team of its kind to engage in provincial playdowns, the 
players were gleaned from Chatham’s Colored population of about 400, 
plus one or two players from Dresden and Buxton; and three who moved 
to Chatham from the Windsor area. 

There were 1,200 in the stands at the old Chatham Athletic Park that 
bleak October day when the Stars tried to take the title in two straight after 
winning the opener at Penetang. 

THE LINE-UP 

The Maple City line-up included the Harding brothers, Len who died a 
few years ago and Wilf [Boomer! who returned home this year after service 
with the Canadian Army of Occupation; the Robbins brothers, Stan and 
Hyal; Flat Chase, known to Londoners for a game with London Majors in 
the Congress play-offs with Fort Wayne, Indiana two years ago; Don 
Washington who later played senior ball with Strathroy; King Terrell, Don 
Tabron, Fred Olbey and Goy Ladd, a pinch-hitter. Happy Parker was man- 
ager. 


Chatham started with a bang. Four clean hits, one a triple by Ross Talbot 
with three on, netted three runs. 

King Terrell, a versatile southpaw who usually played third base was the 
Chatham pitcher. He did okay in the first inning. 

In the second, however, Terrell was driven back to his third base post by 
a hit barrage that harvested six runs, Don Tabron succeeded him on the 
mound. The Stars got one back in the second making it 6-4. 

In the third, Baldy Bald, Penetang infielder, successfully faked being hit 
by a pitched ball and was waved down to first base. That put the fans in a 
tough mood. Marchildon’s pitching started getting hot and in the third and 
fourth frames he fanned four of the six men who faced him. One of the vic¬ 
tims was cleanup hitter Chase. Chase went down swinging and the crowd 
was wondering if the handsome French Canadian had Chatham's number. 

Relief work by Tabron who had a good sinker pitch kept the home fires 
burning. 

HAD A LAPSE 

Finally Marchildon had a lapse and a triple by Terrell parlayed with sin¬ 
gles by Boomer Harding and Chase meant three runs to bring the score 7-6 
for Chatham. 

Penetang tied it all up in the seventh and each team counted once in the 
eighth. 

A single by Marchildon sparked a two run Penetang attack in the ninth. 

Then came the last Chatham stand. By the time two were out, one of the 
needed two runs had crossed the plate. Tabron then walked. It was danger¬ 
ous business, but he tried to steal second. To the fans seeing the infielder 
twice lunge at the runner, it looked like Tabron made it. 

“SAFE, OUT, SAFE” 

Umpire Steve Collier, of Ridgetown, one of the best arbiters of his day, 
ruled Tabron, “safe, Then he called him “out.” 

All Star players rushed to protest. About a third of the fans rushed from 
the stands like women hearing of a nylons bargain. 

As the fans poured around, the Penetang players, who were more or less 
shielding Collier, decided the best thing to do would be to pack up and 
start gening out of danger. And they did. 

On and on the argument raged. There was lots of pushing and fist-shak¬ 
ing. But somehow no fist swinging. The fans, in more violent mood than 
the players themselves, demanded the umpire change his decision. He did. 

Back to the stands they went. The runner stood on second base, but was 
the only player on the field. Penetang had hiked to the dressing room — 
and locked the door. 

Collier and plate-umpire McFadden ordered the game continued. Then 
they politely asked Penetang to finish the game. Finally, according to man¬ 
ager Jim Shaw, the umps coaxed and pleaded with him to put his club 
back on the field. Shaw did, exactly 25 minutes after the first outburst, and 
said the finish would be under protest.

Kent County baseball was booming during the thirties despite the Great 
Depression years. 

In the east end and a few other areas of Chatham there were several colored 
families; more in Dresden, 16 miles northeast, and in the village of North Buxton, 10 
miles west. 

A small park was laid out close to the homes of the coloured folks, called Stirling 
Park. They played baseball and other sports along with others in the vicinity. 

Someone thought it would be a good idea to form a ball club. When it was 
originated, several of the regulars were colored boys. The next step was an all-coloured 
team, quite an undertaking. 

In 1933, the Chatham Coloured All Stars played city league ball, entered the 
Ontario Baseball Amateur Association Intermediate competition, reaching the provincial 
finals. 

In 1934, the club hit the jackpot with the addition of Earl {Flat} Chase, born in 
north Buxton and living in Windsor who moved to Chatham along with Don Washington 
and Don Tabron from the Windsor area. 

There was one trip, an overnight event when sponsors obtained sufficient cabins 
[forerunner to today's motel service] for the players. The owner stipulated the team arrive 
late, when few could see who were using the cabins. The All Stars sometimes dined at 
small out of the way spots along the route. 

But on the ball diamond they were heroes through ability and unquestioned 
sportsmanship. They drew terrific crowds and some fans north of London frankly 
admitted they went to the games because they had never seen a coloured team before. 

In those days, long before Jackie Robinson’s break-through in 1947 with the 
Brooklyn dodgers as the first player of his race in the major leagues, amateur hockey had 
the colour bar up too. 

There was one coloured hockey player in Chatham, clearly good enough for the 
Michigan-Ontario League, a training ground where such future NHL stars as Turk Broda, 
Joe Carveth and half a dozen others in the Detroit Red Wing organization played. But the 
Chatham Maroons in the M- O League just didn't put him in the line-up and go down to 
Detroit Olympia. This man spent several winters as the star on the town's intermediate 
team. But he didn't publicly complain. Nor did the newspapers. 

In their 1934 drive to the championship, the All Stars defeated Penetang in the 
finals. The first two games were decided and the third, on neutral Guelph grounds was a 
2-2 tie. The following day they played again at Guelph, winning 13-7, with Chase 
outpitching Phil Marchildon, who later starred with the Philadelphia Athletics in the 
American League. 

One member was Wilf [Boomer} Harding, now a Chatham postman who with his 
brother Len, who died a number of years ago, were standouts. A third brother, Andy, 
joined the ball club a few yeas later and is a member of the Chatham police department. 
Playing third base and pitching southpaw was King Terrell a life-long Chathamite then 
employed at the city's main hotel. And out in right field was smiling Guoy Ladd, now 
supervisor of Chatham's garbage collection department. Ross Talbot, who went into the 
poultry business, played second base. 

When the Ontario champions came home, hundreds met a motorcade at the city 
limits near midnight and proceeded to the old Fifth Street bridge. Mayor Isaac Davis 
shakily braced himself on the hood of a car and said " Chatham will win other ball 
championships, but we'll always remember it was the coloured boys who led the way". 

And at a civic reception banquet, bald-headed Coach Happy Parker, who looked 
after most of the city's coloured barbering trade, plus whites, had this to say: 

" Thanks for the banquet. Now please give these boys a chance to work at some of 
the places they just can't get into now." 

And Chatham responded.

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The overnight accommodation and restaurant situations of the previous year were 
improved in 1935. Fans continued to consider the club something of a novelty. In 
winning the Western Counties title they played some games at Strathroy. 

Interestingly, a year or two later Strathroy became the first town in the district to 
"import" a coloured ball player. He was Don Washington, and the Chatham club lost its 
number one catcher. 

Not long afterward, the All Stars decided to do some "importing" on their own. 
Two players, Dutch Scott, a white athlete played shortstop, and Willie Shaugnosh, an 
Indian, was a methodical pitcher for several years. Willie came from Walpole Island. 

It was in 1935 that Ferguson Jenkins, father of today's Fergie Jenkins of the 
Chicago Cubs, started playing in the outfield. The senior Fergie covered miles in 
territory. He left a lot to be desired when it came to hitting the ball; but when it came to 
being hit, he was an expert. For a mild swinger he was on base plenty, and was usually 
leadoff man in the batting order. 

There was a time that a professional club from Detroit which included four or five 
Detroit Tigers came to Chatham for an exhibition game with hand picked players from 
Kent County. 

The idea was to place two or three pros on each club to balance things up and 
make it a ball game. Over 2,000 came to get a glimpse of the Tigers, among them 
shortstop Bill Rogell. 

As expected, several of the local talent were coloured. When the manager of the 
Detroit club spotted them he did some fast thinking. 

He called the local coach aside. 

"Put them in the line-up as Indians, or our boys won’t play," he cautioned. 

So Walpole Island's Willie Shaugosh, the only native Canadian in uniform, 
unexpectedly had several brothers that afternoon. 

Fortunes of the All Stars didn't always bring district or provincial titles. The club 
virtually disbanded during the Second World War. A revival occurred in the 50's. 

But win or lose they always brought a good game of ball to the customer. 

As years rolled by, some of the sons of the originals played minor ball in the city. 

Like Fergie Jenkins. 

On the 50th anniversary of the championship, 1984, Chatham City council made 
a presentation to Wilf Harding, Stan and Hyal Robbins, Cliff Olbey, Don Washington 
and Don Tabron. 

On the 60th anniversary in 1994 the four survivors Washington, Olbey, Sagasta 
Harding and Tabron received books.

Chatham's first champs 
played the game for tun 


They travelled in the back 
of a Taylor’s Mill flour truck. 

They played anyplace, any¬ 
time. 

They played for fun . . . and 
therein, perhaps, was the se¬ 
cret of success behind 
Chatham’s first Ontario Base¬ 
ball Association champions. 

The 1934 edition of the Col¬ 
ored All Stars, like many 
teams of the day, was an out¬ 
growth of the times in which 
they lived. 

There were few radios, few 
cars. Television was not yet 
born. Baseball was an outlet 
for happiness. 

There was an unwritten rule 
a g a i n s t Negroes playing 
professional baseball at that 
time. Branch Rickey of the 
Brooklyn Dodgers snubbed 
that rule in 1947 and Jackie 
Robinson became the first 
Negro in the major leagues. 

What about Flat Chase? 

How good was Don East 
Washington or King Terrell or 
Don Taborn or Talbot, Rob¬ 
bins, the Harding boys, Goya 
Ladd, Welly Shognosh, Park¬ 
er, Pryor and some young kid 
by the name of Fergie Jen¬ 
kins? 

Circumstance of the day de¬ 
nies that answer. Only those 
who saw them play can judge 
for us. 

Orville Wright, chairman of 
the Fergie Jenkins Day com¬ 
mittee, was secretary for the 
Colored All Stars when they 
first organized in 1933. 

The team operated until 1939 


when, after forced to share 
their second Ontario cham¬ 
pionship with Midland follow¬ 
ing a drawn out dispute over 
playing sites, the club dis¬ 
banded. 

“We played in a four-team 
city league at Stirling Park,” 
recalls Mr. Wright. “We had 
fun in those days. You could 
pick up three teams at Stirling 
Park to play any place, any 
night of the week. There was 
always baseball at Stirling 
Park . . . everything in town 
seemed to centre on Stirling 
Park in those days.” 

The 1934 team won the city 
title and went on into OBA 
playoffs. It defeated Sarnia, 
Leamington, LaSalle, Welland, 
Milton and Penetanguishine on 
the way to the title. 

The final series was a best- 
of-three affair that went four 
games. 

They split the first two 
games. The third game at 
Guelph, a neutral site, was 
tied. Chatham won the fourth. 
Chase outpitched Phil Mar- 
childon in two of the games to 
insure the Chatham victory. 

Marchildon, ironically, went 
on to play for Connie Mack’s 
Philadelphia Athletics with an¬ 
other Canadian, Dick Fowler. 

Marchildon twice won 19 
games for the A’s . . . the 
only Canadian to win that 
many since Russell Ford won 
21 games with Buffalo of the 
old Federal League in 1914. 

Fergie Jenkins Sr. played 
against Marchildon in the 1939 


final. Fergie Jenkins Jr. 
erased Marchildon’s modern- 
day record for a Canadian by 
winning 20 games with the 
Cubs this season. 

The Stars had many stars, 
according to Mr. Wright. 

Chase was a fastball pitcher 
who roused the ire of his 
catcher, Don East Washing¬ 
ton, by throwing “junk and 
slow stuff.” 

“Don East used to get so hot 
at Flat he’d throw the ball 
back a lot harder than Flat 
was throwing it in,” said Or¬ 
ville. 

“There were times he had 
to catch it in self defence. Don 
East used to throw stingers 
back at ’em.” 

A jar of specially concoct¬ 
ed liniment was as necessary 
to Flat on pitching day as his 
glove. 

“He used to rub the whole 
tub on his arm,” said Orville. 
“That stuff would take the 
skin off most men ... it just 
made Flat warm.” 

Flat was a hitter of reputa¬ 
tion that spread across the 
country quickly. 

“I think Don East hit better 
than Flat for average,” said 
Orville, “but I never seen a 
man hit ’em as far as Flat 
did.” 

Strathroy oldtimers still talk 
about one prodigious poke that 
cleared a road well beyond 
the outfield. In Port Colbome 
and Penetang . . . they were 
tape-measure jobs. 

“Flat hit one in Chatham I 
don’t think they’ve found yet. 
It cleared the centre field 
fence at Stirling Park . . . 
went over the trees and 
houses on Park Street, cleared 
the road and the houses on the 
other side and landed in a 
back yard on Wellington 
Street. 

“There’s no doubt in my 
mind Flat Chase could have 
played major league baseball 
if the opportunities then were 
like they are in baseball to¬ 
day.” 

Don East came in to catch 
from Detroit. He still lives 


there. 

Don Taborn also came from 
Detroit. He was the shortstop. 

The second baseman was 
Ross Talbot, now a prosperous 
poultry dealer in Chatham. 

Cliff Olbey was an out¬ 
fielder with a reputation as a 
good bunter. He now lives in 
Windsor. 

Goya Ladd, an outfielder, 
still is active in baseball as 
coach for the Chatham Senior 
team. Louis Pryor was the 
third base coach. Percy Park¬ 
er was another coach. 

Len Harding played any¬ 
place and every place. 

“He was as fast as lighten¬ 
ing,” said Orville. “And he 
was one of the nicest fellas 
you’d ever want to meet.” 

Boomer Harding was the 
junior member of the squad. 
An all-around athlete, he ex¬ 
celled equally at hockey, soc-

cer and baseball. He later 
pitched and played first base 
with Chatham’s championship 
seniors of the late 40’s. 

Hyal Robbins, from Buxton, 
played second base. He now 
lives in Detroit. His brother, 
Stan, was a left handed pitch¬ 
er. 

Sagasta Harding, no relation 
to Boomer and Len, was a 
curve ball specialist Jack 
Robinson, now of Toronto, was 
the team mascot. 

King Terrell, from a family 
of baseball background, was 
the third baseman .... per¬ 
haps the finest left-handed 
third baseman to play base¬ 
ball in Ontario. 

These were the champions 
of Ontario in 1934 . . . the first 
champions in a long line from 
Chatham. 

Tonight, in conjunction with 
the tribute to young Fergie 
Jenkins, Chatham honors the 
Colored All Stars. 

To see them play would 
have been a delight. 

To know them, a pleasure 
indeed.

top notch talent from all over the country, 
two Kent County lads, Freddie Peardon and 
Don Hinnegan, formed the core of the team. 

Cartier remembers vividly the day he cov¬ 
ered a first place battle between Chatham 
and a Detroit Red Wing farm team. 

Excitment in Chatham was at a fever 
pitch and 1,200 fans chartered a train to De¬ 
troit. When they arrived, the fans found the 
Detroit Olympia packed to the rafters. Only 
a few of the 1,200 fans were allowed in, and 
those that did voiced their general anno¬ 
yance by constant booing. Their humor was 
not improved by the local team’s 5-1 loss. 

Cartier said the fan support for the Chat¬ 
ham teams was ‘fantastic” during the 1930s. 
Crowds of 2,000 were not uncommon at local 
softball games. 

“Let’s face it, there wasn’t much to do 
during the depression,” he said. 

CCIGRADUATE 

A graduate of Chatham Collegiate Insti¬ 
tute, Cartier worked has a stringer for the 
Windsor Star before moving to the News in 
1937. Prior to the job with the News, Cartier 
also published his own paper, producing all 
the local copy himself and using the Toronto 
Star wire services for his national and inter¬ 
national news. 

During his varied journalistic career Car- 
tier has interviewed Joe Lewis — “the best 
instinct for the knockout punch I’ve ever 
seen” — Jack Dempsey and Jack Johnston, 
the first black to win the heavy weight box¬ 
ing title. 

Now a politican, Cartier believes his re¬ 
porting background has held him in good 
stead. 

“Reporting taught me accuracy — if you 
want to go anywhere in politics you have to 
be accurate — if you’re not, you get slaugh¬ 
tered on the public platform,” he said. 


1930s grand time for Chatham

If Chatham sports fans are down in the 
dumps over the current state of Chatham 
sport, they can look back with fondness to 
the 1930s when city teams ran roughshod 
over all comers. 

“Those were the palmy days,” said Art 
Cartier, a sportswriter with The Chatham 
Daily News during the later half of the de 
pression decade. 

Cartier, who went on to work with the Lon¬ 
don Free Press, is now a controller with 
London’s Board of Control. He was in Chat¬ 
ham Tuesday to speak at a Chatham Kiwa¬ 
nis Club function. 

In Cartier’s opinion, 1934 was unforgetable 
year in Chatham sporting history. The Chat¬ 
ham Coloured All-Stars were the toast of the 
town, defeating a team from Penetang to 
win the Ontario Baseball Amateur Associa i 
tion title. 

When the victors returned home, Chatham 
turned out in full force, cheering wildly as 
the motorcade drove down the main street. 
Members of the championship team in¬ 
cluded Earl (Flat) Chase,-Wilf (Boomer) 
Harding, King Terrell, Gouy Ladd and Ross 
Talbot. 

The first Chatham baseball team to win a 
major title, Cartier said, the All-Stars laid 
the groundwork for city’s future baseball 
successes. 

HOCKEY MAROONS 

In same year the Chatham hockey Ma¬ 
roons were the top guns in the Michigan—

In 1934, Chatham baseball fans had two teams to 
cheer for. 

On the major league level it was Detroit Tigers, 
who made it to the World Series that year only to lose 
to St. Louis Cardinals’ ‘Gashouse Gang’ in seven 
games. 

On the local level it was Chatham Colored All 
Stars, who won the city’s first-ever Ontario Baseball 
Association championship. They were also the first- 
ever all-colored team to enter OBA playdowns. 

While the Tigers — with stars such as Hank Green¬ 
berg, Charlie Gehringer, Goose Goslin and Mickey 
Cochrane — battled but lost to the Cardinals — with 
Ripper Collins, Frankie Frisch and Dizzy Dean — 
Chatham’s Colored All Stars were beating Penetang 
Shipbuilders in the OBA Intermediate ‘B’ finals. 

The Chatham team beat the Shipbuilders budding 
young pitcher, Phil Marchildon, who went on to pitch 
in the major leagues with the old Philadelphia A’s, 
three times during the final in 1934. 

While Marchildon went onto play in the majors, not 
one of the Chatham players could ever dream of 
making it to the big time. 

AT LEAST NOT until 1947. 

Major league baseball had a color line back in 1934. 
It did not matter how good a colored man could play 
baseball, he wasn’t allowed in the big show. The only 
league a colored man could play in was the old Negro 
League. 

That changed for good in 1947 when Brooklyn Dodg¬ 
ers general manager Branch Rickey brought Jackie 
Robinson up from the Dodgers’ Montreal farm team. 

Robinson would come in for more abuse than a 
lesser man could have possibly handled. However, he 
took the abuse, played well enough to make the Base¬ 
ball Hall of Fame and forever broke the color line 
that kept colored players out of the majors. 

By 1947, many of the 1934 OBA champion Colored 
All Stars had gone their seperate ways or had passed 
their primes as baseball players. 

Had baseball not had a color line back in the All 
Stars heyday, several members of the team would 
have stood a good chance at making it to the big 
leagues. 

That assertion came from surviving members of 
the team — honored Tuesday by Chatham city coun¬ 
cil in recognition of their 50th anniversary of winning 
the city’s first OBA title — during interviews for a 
two-part series that appeared in The Chatham Daily 
News last Thursday and Friday. 

AS MANY AS FIVE players from that 1934 team 
could have made the big leagues had it not been for 


the color line, Chatham resident and former player 
Wilfred ‘Boomer’ Harding stated. 

Chatham resident Orville Wright, a secretary- 
scorekeeper with the team, agreed with that number. 

Three could have made it easily, said Windsor resi¬ 
dent Cliff Olbey. 

Yes, at least three could have gone, Detroit resi¬ 
dents Don Tabron and Don Washington added. 

The one player that topped each man’s list was 
pitcher-infielder Earl ‘Flat’ Chase. He led Chatham 
in pitching and hitting during the 1934 championship 
season and could have been a standout, the surviving 
members figure.

“CHASE SHOULD HAVE BEEN a big league 
pitcher,” Washington, the All Stars main catcher 
said. 

“Flat would have definitely been of that calibre,” 
Tabron, the team’s shortstop added. “Some fellows 
even refused to pinch hit against him because of his 
speed. And every park we played in he had the record 
for the longest hit ball.” 

“Maybe five would have stood a good chance at 
making it,” Harding said. “Chase and Washington 
for sure.” 

“Chase was a great pitcher but Washington was 
just like another Campanella,” former player and or¬ 
ganizer Ben Talbot of Chatham said, comparing 
Washington to Brooklyn’s great catcher Roy Cam¬ 
panella. 

“Flat, Ross Talbot, Washington, King Terrell and 
Boomer could have made it,” Wright believes. 

“Nobody got a call but Flat, Washington and Len 
Harding were good enough,” Olbey said. “They were 
all outstanding people.” 

While none of the players from that 1934 team had 
an opportunity to make it to the major leagues, they 
made quite a name for themselves around Chatham 
and the province of Ontario for the brand of baseball 
they played. 

In those days, unfortunately, that was all the Col¬ 
ored All Stars could have hoped for.

INTERVIEWER: It's August 6,1984. 
We are attempting our first interview 
with King Terrell, who was one of the 
original All-Stars. 

The All-Stars were a coloured baseball 
team who played in the depression years 
and who made history, who had a lot of 
fun together, a lot of trouble together 
too. And King, I'd like to ask you today 
how did the All-Stars really get started? 

KINGSLEY TERRELL: Well from what 
I can remember, it was in 1933. And 
a bunch of us got together. Well there 
was different ones, we was playing Carl, 
and, let me see, somebody else that I 
knew real well played on the old Sterling 
Imperials. 

And then they broke up, and then we 
started. We got the guys together and it 
was in 19--, now if I'm not mistaken it 
was in 1933. 

And then 1934 was the year that we won 
the Ontario Championship. And from 
then on we just kept playing in different 
leagues. Boomer and Flat and myself 
played for different teams in the country. 

Like Tilbury, Dresden, we played for 
Wallaceburg, we played for teams in 
Blenheim, and Tilbury. The three of us. 

It seemed like when they asked one, they 
always asked the three of us. But 
anyway, we, in 1934 was one of the 
greatest years of our baseball, and that 
was the year we won the Ontario 
Championship. And I remember we 
played different places. We's in Milton, 
we played in Milton, we played in 
Penetang, we played in Meaford, we 
played in Niagara Falls, we played in 
London. 

And finally at the end of it we had to 
play Penetang for the championship, and 
we went to Penetang to play and we beat 
them I think it was four to two, and then 
they come to Chatham and they beat us 
here. 


The third and deciding game was played 
in Guelph. The first day we played we 
had, the score was two to one in our 
favour. I'm pretty sure of that. And we 
had. Flat was pitching and we had two 
men out and he had one ball and two 
strikes on the third batter, and the 
umpires called the game because they 
said it was too dark. 

So we had to wait, and Mr. Sterling was 
there with us and he got in touch with 
the OBA and explained everything to -1 
forget what his name was, he lived in 
Strathroy, he was the head of the Ontario 
Baseball Association. They got three 
new umpires from. I'm not sure, I think it 
was Hamilton, and they come down and 
we played the next ball game the next 
day. And we beat them, I think it was 
twelve to five or twelve to six. 

It's on one of those things I gave you 
there. We won the championship and 
when we come home, they had a great 
big parade us that night we come home 
from Guelph. 

INT.: I can remember that, we all stood 
on Fifth Street bridge and the horns 
tooted and the parade came in, yeah. 

TERRELL: From then on, why we 
played more city ball than anything 
else. But we played quite a bit of 
exhibition games all over the country 
and that's the beginning of the All-Stars 
as far as I can remember. We had a lot of 
fun, and one thing I can say about that 
ball team was never a place that we 
played baseball that we couldn't go back 
and play again, except one place. That 
was in West Lome. We beat West Lome 
and they run us out. They run us out of 
the town. 

They had clubs and hoes and rakes and 
everything else and we just got 
everything all packed up before the 
game was over, cause we knew there 
was something going to happen anyway. 
So we just got the game over, when that 
last man was out we all got in the cars 
and took off, and we never went back. 

We wouldn't, couldn't go back to play 
ball there no more. 

INT.: I think that happened in more 
places than one because I can remember 
once they played in Stra -, no in 
Bothwell, and Ines and Joy and I 
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hitched, and Ollie - Ken's sister - hitch¬ 
hiked to Bothwell to watch the All-Stars 
play ball. And some kids were calling us 
names and throwing apple cores and 
stones at us and I finally got tired for one 
and got up and I chased a little boy and 
when I caught him I beat him. 

And I beat him so hard they had to stop 
me. And they stopped the ball game and 
set me on the bench with the ball 
players. And they came over behind the 
bench and started. And the ballplayers 
ignored it, and when I went to get up 
again my brother Len slapped me down 
on the bench and made me sit there. But 
they chased us out of Bothwell too. 

TERRELL: Yeah, you're right. 

INT.: It was really rough. 

TERRELL: We had some rough games, 
we played some rough games. We went 
the first time when we went to Penetang 
to play ball, we got there around 
midnight, around eleven o'clock at night 
and we went to Penetang and they 
wouldn't let us stay there. 

So we called up Midland, which is just 
about six or eight miles from there, and 
we explained it to the manager and he 
said, 'Yes, how many is there?' And we 
said there was seventeen. So he said, 
'Bring them all down here.' 

So we went down to Midland and they 
put us up for the night and then we drove 
back to Penetang to play ball the next 
day. And the fans down there, they had 
baby dolls, all painted black, and they 
had watermelon, and they had 
mushmelons, and they called us all kinds 
of names and everything like that. So we 
got to playing ball and we had a bunch 
of comical birds on the ball club 
anyway. 

We started playing ball and Flat Chase 
hit a ball so hard that the centre fielder 
went back after the ball and it was down 
a hill and he looked and seen the ball 
going over his shoulder and he just run. 

I know that ball was hit too hard for him 
to catch. But he come up with the 
baseball and showed them he had it in 
his hand and the umpire called Flat 
Chase out. 


But that's the truth, and I remember 
when the ball game was over we 
had beat them four to two. And you 
know those people, about the middle of 
the game, you didn't see a watermelon, 
you didn't see a doll, you didn't see 
anything. Everybody found out that we 
was decent and respectable people, you 
know, and before, when the ball game 
was over, they wouldn't let us go back to 
Midland. 

They made us stay right there in 
Penetang and they took us all to the 
hotel down there and I never drank so 
much beer in all my life as them people 
had up there. 

INT.: They turned out to be quite 
hospitable, didn't they? 

TERRELL: Yes sir. They was really, 
really nice after that. And in the 
meantime, the people in, the manager in 
Midland said, 'If you beat them, we'll put 
on a dinner for you, won't cost you a 
dime and we'll have entertainment for 
you tonight for a party.' Of course 
there's a lot of the guys got so much beer 
in them they didn't know whether they 
was coming or going anyway. 

So we went back, changed our clothes 
and ... all went down to the dining 
room and sure enough we had our 
dinner. And they had the girls come 
there, and we danced and had a good 
time. 

The car that I was in, I don't know who 
all was in our car but anyway, everybody 
got sleepy and tired and I drove the car 
from Penetang to Chatham in the 
thunder and lightning of a storm. 

INT.: Now King we've had the one most 
important experience I think with the 
All-Stars, the winning of the OBA 
Championship. But you mentioned Mr. 
Sterling and I think it would be nice if 
you told them who Mr. Sterling was and 
just all about him. 

TERRELL: Well, when I was sixteen 
years old there was a fella lived on 
Wellington Street and his name was 
Charlie Lynn. He was a mail carrier. 

And he had a race horse, but I don't think 
he done any racing. He was a very good 
friend of Archie Sterling's. So one day 
Archie Sterling and Mr. Lynn came to 
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my place -1 lived on Brock Street - in 
their horse and buggy. My grandmother 
knew both of them real well, and they 
talked to my grandmother: 'Mrs. Terrell 
can King play baseball for the Sterling 
Imperials?' And that was the beginning 
of me knowing Mr. Sterling. He was one 
of the nicest men that you'd ever want to 
be around or meet. 

So when I joined the Sterling Imperial 
Juniors, like I say he was so nice he had 
a Greydor car, six cylinder Greydor car, 
and he used to take us all over playing 
baseball around Kent County - Tilbury 
and Blenheim and Ridgetown, wherever 
the Juniors played, Wheatley and all 
those places - and no matter where he 
took us, we always, after the ball game 
was over he always took us in and had a 
lunch. 

He'd buy us sandwiches and tea or 
coffee or milk or water or pop or 
whatever you wanted to drink. 

INT.: Did he have the drugstore at that 
time? 

TERRELL: He was the gentleman that 
owned the drugstore. That's when 
I first began to know Mr. Sterling, and 
then he was in baseball with the 
gentleman I was telling you about from 
Strathroy. He was not prejudiced, that's 
one thing about him. 

He wanted a ball club and he didn't care 
who you were or what you was or where 
you come from or anything else. As long 
as you could play ball and you was 
decent and respectable and you didn’t, 
you know what I'm trying to say, didn't 
put yourself above anybody else. 

Because he was a normal man and he 
was, he was just the same as one of the 
ball players. That's the kind of man he 
was. You couldn't be around a nicer 
person. We all got together, and they all 
played good baseball. And like I said, 
that picture you have there will show the 
original baseball club of this, the 
beginning of our real baseball team. 

But some of them disappeared you 
know, and when they finally broke 
up, you know - this one went this way 
and that one went the other way. 

INT.: I think probably the reason why 
you had so many imports and local boys 


at the time too was because nobody 
really had a steady job, did they? 

TERRELL: That's right. 

INT.: Maybe the reason why they 
missed some ball games is because if 
they had a day's work they had to work. 

TERRELL: That's right. 

INT.: About the best jobs were bell 
hopping and occasional work, and if it 
was nice you had to work. 

TERRELL: Well we had three baseball 
players working at the pit. 

INT.: And then the imports that you 
brought in. Flat came from Windsor? 

TERRELL: From Windsor, Fergie come 
from Windsor. 

INT.: Yeah. Fergie was working on the 
boats at the time along the river and he 
came from Windsor. Don Washington 
came from Detroit. 

Don Taybum came from Detroit. Willie 
Shaganosh came from Walpole Island. 

TERRELL: That's right, I forgot about 
him. 

INT.: Yeah. Then there were some boys 
from Buxton and then the boys from 
Chatham. I don't think you had any, did 
Pliny Stongfish play for you? Pliny was 
a little later on. 

TERRELL: He was, he would be later 
on. But Willie Shaganosh, he was one of 
our regulars. I tell you, we had an infield 
of pitchers. 

INT.: You certainly did. 

TERRELL: We had an infield of 
pitchers, which has never been heard 
tell of in your life. And the oddest part of 
the infield, you had a left-handed third- 
baseman, which has never been heard 
tell of before neither. 

INT.: And he was one of the best. He 
was the Brooks Robinson of the thirties. 
And that was King himself. You didn't 
hit a ball down to third base and think 
you had a hit because he had an 
advantage, being left-handed, of 
throwing them out before they left home 
plate. 


TERRELL: We had a lot of fun. And let 
me see, there was, it started off this way. 
Ross Talbot played first base a lot and he 
could pitch. Flat Chase played second 
base and he was a pitcher. Don Taybum 
was the shortstop and he was a pitcher. I 
played third base and I was a pitcher. 

And Don East Washington was the 
catcher and he was a pitcher. So we 
had an infield of pitchers. Then on the 
outfield we had your brother Len. He 
didn't do any pitching. Then we had a 
fellow play out in right field by the name 
of Sten Robbins. And he was a pitcher. 

Fergie never did do any pitching and he 
always played centre field. 

But when we needed, say we was in the 
ninth inning or something like that and 
we needed a run or something to get 
somebody on base, we could, it just 
seemed like it happened that Fergie 
would come to bat. 

And if he didn't hit the ball he got on 
base anyway, by being hit by the 
baseball. And then we always had 
somebody to bring him around. 

But that's the way our baseball club 
went, and we were proud of our 
baseball club and everybody was proud 
of our baseball club. The city was proud 
of it. 

They was cheaper than the dickens so 
they didn't put out a whole lot of money 
or anything like that to help you. 

INT.: Well now the ballplayers 
themselves had something to contend 
with too because they didn't have a place 
to stay always when they came to town. 

TERRELL: That’s right. 

INT. : At our house the door, the side 
door was always open for anybody that 
Len or Boomer brought home. 

Sometimes maybe five or six 
of them would stay.... the original All- 
Stars. And the paper that it was printed 
in is dated Thursday, October 11, 1934, 
which says, 'the high hopes for 
Chatham's first OBA championship rests 
on the success of the Chatham All-Stars, 
the only coloured team to ever engage in 
provincial play downs. 

The Stars, now in semi-finals, play a 
deciding game today at Milton.' That's 


the one that you, you told us that you 
won, in the championship that you won. 
Now I wonder if you will help me 
identify some of these players here. It 
says, the first one is Mr. Louie Pryor, 
who was the coach. 

TERRELL: He was the coach. He was 
third-base coach, I think. 

INT.: He didn't play ball at all. 

TERRELL: No, he didn't play ball. 

INT.: Just a coach. 

TERRELL: Yeah. 

INT.: All right, and next to him is Goy 
Ladd. 

TERRELL: Goy Ladd was an outfielder, 
he played right field. Goy was a good 
ball player. Couldn't run very fast but he 
was a pretty good ball player and he was 
a pretty good batter. He got his amount 
of hits the same as anybody else. He 
was tall and he was slim. And he 
was practically to all of our ball games. 
He missed very few ball games. 

INT.: The next one here is Segasta 
Harding. 

TERRELL: Segasta Harding was a good 
ball player, we used to call him Frog 
Hand. He didn't hold a bat. He was a 
left-handed batter, and he didn't hold a 
bat like an ordinary person. When you're 
a left-handed batter, your right hand is at 
the bottom of the bat and your left 
hand is at the top. 

But he always changed it around and put 
the right hand at the top and the left hand 
at the bottom. And that’s why they called 
him Frog Hand. And I had read that in 
the paper, about frog-handed batters. 

He was a good ball player, he was slim 
and he could run. He got his amount of 
hits the same as everybody. 

INT.: And what, which position did he 
play with the Stars? 

TERRELL: He played in the outfield 
too, but I'm not too sure whether it was 
left or right outfield. 

INT.: Now a lot of these, some of these 
ballplayers are still around, but is 
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Segasta still around? I know Goy is 
deceased and Mr. Pryor is deceased. 

TERRELL: Segasta Harding? 

VIVIAN CHAVIS: I can fill you in 
there, he's from Buxton. 

TERRELL: Yeah. 

V.C.: And he has, he sold a home in 
Buxton but he's still living, and he's in 
Romulus, Michigan. He used to sing, 
too, you know. 

TERRELL: He used to play a piano too. 

I played lots and lots and lots of times 
with him, and I just loved his playing. 

INT.: These fellas did a whole lot of 
playing besides baseball. All right, and 
next to him is Boomer. 

TERRELL: Boomer played first base. 

And he was another guy that was 
on base a lot. And if he didn't get a hit 
he'd walk because when you walk in a 
baseball game you got a good eye. And 
he had a good eye because he was on 
base a lot. 

INT.: And then there's Percy Parker. 

TERRELL: Percy Parker was a coach. I 
can hear him holler now that Boomer 
was on and I was on or somebody else 
was on, and I forget who would come to 
bat. He'd say, 'Get a grounder through 
the infield because you got fast runners 
ahead of ya.' And I never forgot it. 

INT.: He had one of those original 
chants, too, didn't he? Now they have 
mascots for baseball teams but Percy 
Parker used to yatateeyat - what was 
that yell? Can you remember the yell 
that he used to give? He was loud, you 
could hear it all over the east end. 

TERRELL: Oh, I can't remember it. I 
can't remember that. 

INT.: Well after Percy Parker we've got 
Hyle Robbins 

TERRELL: Hyle Robbins, he played in 
the outfield. He didn't play with us very 
much. He was very, he played with us a 
little bit but not very much. I didn't know 
whether he was working the majority of 
the time that he couldn't get into the 
baseball games or what. But he didn’t 


play with us too much. But he was a 
good fast runner. 

INT.: And then next to Hyle is Flat, his 
name is - 

TERRELL: Earl. 

INT.: Yes. 

TERRELL: Earl Chase Wichison. Flat, 
he got the name Flat because it looked 
like he had flat feet. And he could run. 

He was a power hitter. He could hit 
home runs just about as easy as the rest 
of us could hit singles and doubles and 
triples. 

Because at Sterling Park it didn't seem 
like it took him very much of a swing to 
get a double over the right field fence, or 
a home run over the centre field fence. 
And he was a, whatcha call a spray 
hitter. 

That means that you can hit a ball in any 
part of the field because - nine times out 
of ten if he hit a ball south the ball would 
be going direct over right field because 
he was a power hitter. But a spray hitter 
means that you can spray a ball through 
the outfield, in the outfield because that's 
when you don’t know where it's going 
to go. 

And he was one of those kind of guys, 
you didn't know where the ball was 
going to go. It's the same as his pitching 
because lots of times Don East would 
ask him for a fast ball, and he was liable 
to throw him a curve. 

And he'd ask him for a curve, he's liable 
to throw you a fast ball which I know all 
about, his fast balls and his curves 'cause 
he dam near killed three of us in one 
night. 

INT.: Well now, I see you're sitting in 
this picture, you're next to Flat. And we 
know that you were the left-handed third 
baseman who was really quite unique, 
very good. 

TERRELL: Yeah, well I ain't going to 
brag about what I did myself or anything 
like that because then it wouldn't sound 
right. 

INT.: You were good. You were one of 
the team and everybody had their spot 
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but there were, there wasn't any left- 
handed third-basemen around at that 
time. 

TERRELL: No. I had my picture taken 
in two or three places about being a left- 
handed third-baseman. We played a 
place, a team down between, just outside 
of Windsor going towards Amherstburg, 
what was the little town there? 

INT.: Now we've come to Don Taybum. 

TERRELL: Don Taybum was a little 
skinny guy. He was about five foot 
eleven, five foot ten, and he was about as 
smooth, he was smooth and he was fast 
for a shortstop. And had an arm like a 
whip. He could throw a ball from any 
position. He didn't have to stand up 
straight or anything like that. He could 
pick a ball up and almost throw it 
underhand and it was there. 

INT.: Then next to him is Ross, Ross 
Talbot. 

TERRELL: Ross Talbot was a good ball 
player. He played first base quite a bit. 
Ross wasn't a fast runner, he wasn't a 
real fast runner. And he got his amount 
of hits just about the same as the 
usual bunch of us got. 

INT.: Then Cliff Olby? 

TERRELL: Cliff Olby was fast. He was 
small and it took quite a good pitcher to 
strike him out. And he done a lot of 
walking because the ball, pitcher, nine 
times out of ten the pitcher'd walk him. 
But he got his hits the same as the rest 
of us. 

INT.: And how about Sten Robbins? 

TERRELL: Stenton Robbins? Stenton 
Robbins was a right fielder, he played 
right field a lot. And he had an arm 
about as strong as any one of the ball 
players on the team because he cut many 
a guy down from right field going into 
second base and third base - as nice a 
throw as you'd ever want to see. And he 
got his share of hits too. 

V.C.: Can I add that being from Buxton, 
he used to hunt rabbits and he had an 
accurate arm and he could kill rabbits 
with - 


V.C.: Or a stick. 

TERRELL: Yeah. 

V.C.: I mean his arm was that strong. 

TERRELL: Yeah. 

INT.: And then they've got Jackie 
Robinson, which isn't, that's not 
the Jackie Robinson that broke into the 
big leagues. This was the mascot that the 
Stars had. 

TERRELL: Yeah the mascot, our 
mascot. 

INT.: Yeah. 

TERRELL: He was a little guy, real 
small. And no matter where we went he 
went with us 'cause he was young. He 
went to school and he wasn't working at 
the time when we was playing quite a bit 
of our baseball. But he went with us to a 
lot of our baseball games and he was 
always there gathering up the bats and 
gathering up the gloves and this and that 
and the other. And he was a busy little 
dude. 

INT.: He was a good little fella too. 

TERRELL: Yeah. 

INT.: And then Len, Len Harding. 

TERRELL: Len Harding was one of the 
fastest guys we had on the baseball team. 
When I was pitching, Len took my place 
at third base. And when I, when I wasn't 
pitching, I was playing third base, Len 
played in the outfield. I think Len played 
in the left field. I'm not too sure. I think 
he played a lot in left field. 

INT.: He used to pitch sometimes. 

TERRELL: Yeah, and he caught quite a 
bit. Talking about, getting back to Flat 
Chase.; Flat Chase was a good ball 
player, he was a good pitcher but he was 
wild. And I remember the night we 
played a baseball game in London, that's 
when we was playing, when Flat and I 
and Boomer, when Sherman's, the 
furniture store, took over the team. 

But like I said. Flat would never 
remember what you asked him to 
throw. 


TERRELL: a twenty-two rifle. 
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So I asked Flat to throw this ball on the 
outside corner and his curve ball would 
naturally curve into a right-hand batter, 
right-hand catcher, you see, 'cause he 
was a right-hand pitcher. 

Instead of him doing what I asked him to 
throw, this curve ball, he throws a 
straight ball, right straight down the 
middle. 

And I knew there was no way in the 
world that I could get back fast 
enough to get this ball to keep it from 
going to the backstop, so I grabbed it 
with my bare hands. And I didn't use my 
bare hand for about three days 
afterwards 'cause it was paralyzed. 

INT.: They said that Flat was good in his 
day and when you played up east, I don't 
know whether it was in Penetang or 
Milton, but you played against a man 
named Phil Marshallton. 

TERRELL: That's when we played in 
Penetang, he was a pitcher from 
Penetang. 

INT.: And he was a white man. 
TERRELL: Yeah, that's right. 

INT.: And he made it to the big leagues. 
TERRELL: Yeah. 

INT.: And Flat was better than he was 
TERRELL: He was. Yup. We beat him 
three times. We beat him in Penetang, he 
beat us here in Chatham, and we had 
already beat him in Guelph in the 
playoffs. 

And then they called the game when we 
had two men out and they had two 
strikes and two balls or one ball on the 
third batter when the umpires called it. 

And then Flat Chase beat him, he didn't 
pitch the next day, they pitched another 
guy and we beat them the next day 
because it snowed that night. 

INT.: And that was, that was just in the 
fall. 

TERRELL: In October there. In 
October. 

INT.: Now King, maybe we could just 
pick out a few interesting little things 


about the coloured All-Stars, about their 
troubles. We know they had problems 
with prejudice everywhere they went, 
even at home. And they were good. Flat 
was major league. And I think there 
were a few others on there who could 
have made it. Can you enlighten me on 
that? 

TERRELL: Well, let me see. Flat Chase, 
he could have been in the big leagues, he 
could have been, there was not a better 
second-baseman around than he was. He 
was a good pitcher and God only knows 
that there was nobody around in the 
country that could hit the ball any better 
or any further than he could. And yet he 
wasn't a big guy at the time. 

Then there was another guy, Don 
Taybum. He was a little guy, not a 
heck of a lot bigger than I was. I say 
about five foot ten, five foot eleven 
something like that. And he was fast. I 
don’t think he would have been in the 
major leagues as a pitcher but God 
knows I've seen shortstops play ball that 
could play, couldn't play a bit better than 
he played when he was playing ball. 

And there was Don East Washington, 
was a catcher, and I don't think there's 
any catcher in the major leagues - the 
National League, the international 
league, the major leagues, any league - 
could catch any better than Don East 
Washington could catch. 

I seen Don East Washington cut guys 
down at second base when he was 
on his haunches. He wasn't even 
standing up straight. He could throw 
a guy out just as easy as he could if he 
was standing up straight. 

And there was very few balls went by, 
he could trap a ball and talk about guys 
coming into home plate. He wasn't a 
rough guy but nobody would try to 
rough him up because he stood his 
ground, and he let everybody know, 
wherever we played baseball, that he 
was our catcher. 

And you heard all over, wherever you 
went to play baseball, say it was too bad 
he couldn't get in the major leagues. 

INT.: But he was the wrong colour at the 
wrong time. 
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TERRELL: But he was the wrong colour 
at the time. 

INT.: And then, of course, you had 
Fergie. Fergie Jenkins, Sr. 

TERRELL: Fergie Jenkins was the same 
way. Fergie was a good outfielder. I've 
seen him catch balls out in the outfield 
that you'd swear up and down that he 
would never even get close to. He would 
dive and catch balls and catch balls over 
his head and all kinds of things. And he 
was good. He could have been in the 
major leagues. 

INT.: Well, his son did make it. 

TERRELL: And his son, young Fergie 
Junior, is in the major leagues, which is 
good. But like I said, there were about 
six - I'd say there was five or six on the 
All-Star team we had who could have 
been major league stuff, right at the 
present, if they could have got in. 

Yeah, yeah, we had a good ball club and 
sure people act, they'd act funny when 
you went there, you know, look at you as 
though they were looking at a bunch of 
clowns that's what it looked liked. 

They looked at you as a bunch of 
clowns. But when you got out on the 
baseball field to play baseball, those 
guys played baseball. They knew how to 
play baseball and they played baseball. 
And we went, we played baseball in 
Walpole Island so much, so many times, 
that they began to call us the Walpole 
Island All-Stars. 

INT.: And that's somebody we didn't 
mention was that you had a ball player 
from Walpole Island. 

TERRELL: Yeah, we had Willie 
Shaganosh from Walpole Island. He was 
about six foot two or three, and he did 
get into the major leagues because I 
think they got him, they signed him or 
something with Detroit. 

INT.: As a pitcher? 

TERRELL: As a pitcher. And I don't 
know whether he did go or what 
happened. I don't know, I don't 
remember what happened to that. 

INT.: Willie couldn't say anything but 
ugh, could he? Didn't they call him Ugh 
for a while? 


TERRELL: I think so. 

INT.: King let's relate an experience that 
we had quite often on Labour Day. We 
would, the ball team would go to North 
Buxton to play an exhibition for part of 
the day's celebration. And Mr. Doug 
Vincent, I think, was the man who'd ask 
you to come out there and play ball. And 
you were playing a ball team from 
Detroit, I believe, and - well you go 
ahead and you tell. 

TERRELL: Well the beginning of it 
was, we had to change our clothes 
at the store, you know the store right 
across from the church there? I forget 
whose it was now. I don't know how it 
started but anyway everybody was 
feeling good. It was a nice day and 
everything like that. And the guys got to 
feeling their oats and one thing and 
another. And that's what happened, that 
they, uh, they had to call the ball game 
off'cause the guys was feeling too good. 

INT.: You mean they were drunk? 

TERRELL: No, not exactly drunk, but 
they was feeling so good that they didn't 
feel like playing baseball or something. 
But I remember this is about myself. 

I played ball from the time I was sixteen 
years old until I quit baseball when I was 
forty-two. And I played with men 
practically from the time I was sixteen 
years old until I quit playing baseball. 

I remember being on, except the Sterling 
Imperials, and then when they folded up 
and then... and we got the old All-Stars 
going. 

I was getting a little bit older and a little 
bit older and a little bit older, but I was 
playing baseball with these men when I 
was sixteen years old. And then when 
we got the All-Stars going good then we 
all growed up. Everybody was growed 
up. You wasn't no more sixteen years 
old, it was twenty-one, twenty-two, 
twenty-three, 'cause I was twenty-four 
when I got married. And I got married in 
1934 . 

And then like I said, I played ball right 
up until I was forty-two years old. Then 
we were playing ball out to Buxton. The 
last game of baseball I played was in 
Buxton. And I forget who we were 
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playing, I think we were playing a team 
from Detroit. And that's the time the 
score was tied, I think. 

And that's when they had the ball park in 
behind the church. Remember when they 
used to have the ball park in behind the 
church? 

INT.: Yeah. 

TERRELL: Well Flat Chase, I had come 
to bat, I think I was the second guy to 
bat and I hit one over the centre fielder's 
head to the fence where the railroad 
track goes along. And I got home on the 
next, on Flat Chase's home run. 

And he hit one over the centre-fielder's 
head to the, over the railroad tracks. And 
they said it was one of the longest balls 
was ever hit, that they ever seen was hit 
out there. And they had a lot of guys out 
there and they had a couple of guys -1 
will not mention their names - that was 
kidding all of us guys about we was too 
old to play baseball and this kind of 
stuff, but anyway we beat this team from 
Detroit out there that day. I remember 
playing against Strathroy and the Fiddler 
brothers, one was Roy. Art, I think he 
played first base. And his brother 
pitched. And his brother did go into the 
major leagues, he pitched in the major 
leagues for a year. 

And he was pitching against me this, 
pitching against our team this day, and 
we was playing baseball at Sterling Park. 
And it was about the sixth inning and I 
was pitching. 

And I remember they was, the bases was 
loaded and Art, this guy throwed a ball 
right down the middle, and it was the 
kind of a ball that I like to hit. And I 
connected. And right dead centre field of 
Sterling Park was a big black bam. 

I never will forget it. Right dead centre 
field. And I hit the ball and it cleared 
that black bam, and we beat Strathroy 
nine to four. 

That's three incidents in my life that I 
never will forget. 

INT.: Well I think your, your time with 
the All-Stars is very, very reminiscent. I 
know it is to me because I think we 
didn't miss a ball game as fans either. 


I want to thank you very much. King, for 
this little interview, and I understand 
you're having a birthday, you're seventy- 
first birthday on the fourteenth of this 
month, and I think you're still a very 
remarkable man because you bowl. 

He bowls with the blind league, and he 
holds his own in that, too. 

He's very active in the Kenja club. He's 
been a good sport all these seventy-one 
years. 

And as one of the Hardings - I'm Wanda 
Harding-Milbum now -1 am still as 
proud of all the remaining All-Stars that 
are around. And it's been a very, very 
pleasant experience having this talk with 
you. Thanks, King.

CHATHAM COLORED ALL STARS 


Reliving the winning 
1934 OBA title drive 
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Part Two of Two

BY EARLY SUMMER of 1934, Chat¬ 
ham Colored All Stars had one of the best 
teams in the province. 

Having played two years worth of exhi¬ 
bition games, they entered the old City 
Baseball League and planned — at the in- 
sistance of the late Archie Stirling — to 
enter the Ontario Baseball Association 
Intermediate ‘B’ division playoffs. 

The team that was spawned in the 
city’s East End, was poised for an as¬ 
sault at the other teams in the City 
League and the province, but they were 
short a few players. 

While most of the team was composed 
of Chatham natives, three key players 
entered the picture in 1934, helping to put 
the All Stars over the top. 

Earl “Flat” Chase, who was b orn m 
North Buxton but had moved with his 
family to Windsor early in his life, moved 
to Chatham just prior to the 1934 season 
to find employment. 

Chase, a pitcher-infielder, had played 
baseball in Windsor and Detroit and was 
an outstanding competitor, according to 
newspaper reports and- in views ex¬ 
pressed by surviving members of the 
team. 

Chase, a 6-foot, 230 pound giant of a 
man, became the backbone of the All 
Stars’ pitching staff. 

“Chase threw the ball so hard some 
players in the City League didn’t want to 
pinch hit against him,” former player 
and team organizer Ben Talbot, of Chat¬ 
ham, said. 

Chase was also a dynamic hitter. He 
once hit over .700 in the City League and 
established records for the longest hit 
home runs in many parks around Onta¬ 
rio. 

“Every park he played in he had the 
record for the longest ball hit,” former 
player Don Tabron, of Detroit said. 

“It’s funny,” Chase’s son Horace re¬ 
called, “but one time we went to Welland 
to see the locks and an old fellow asked 
me my name and when I told him Chase 
he asked me if I was related to Flat 
Chase. 

“I told the fellow Flat was my dad and 
he started telling me about the home run 
dad hit there one day,” he continued. 
“They put up a marker and we went 
around to see it. That was really some¬ 
thing/’ 

THE ALL STARS HAD an exhibition 
game planned for Victoria Day in 1934 
but were short of players. They mainly 
needed a shortstop and Chase knew 
where to find one for the May 24th game. 

“Flat said he knew a guy in Detroit 
that he played with in the Church 
League,” Talbot said. “So Len Harding 
and I went over to Detroit looking for this 
guy. Flat said the guy was a good fielder 
but couldn’t hit a bull in the behind with a 
shotgun. 

“Len and I went over and we looked in 
every pool hall on the East side,” Talbot 
continued. “We finally found our short¬ 
stop about two in the morning.” 

The man they found was Tabron, who 
also brought along a friend, Don Wash¬ 
ington, who was a catcher. 

The two players decided to play the one 
exhibition game but after the contest 
they were talked into staying for the sea¬ 
son. 

“Things were bad,” Tabron said of the 
lack of jobs due to the depression. “They 
just asked us to stay and we went from 
there. There wasn’t anything else for us 
to do.” 

Tabron moved into the Harding house¬ 
hold and they “were just like family,” he 
said. 

Washington stayed in Chatham for the 
1934 season, rooming with the All Stars’ 
manager Joe “Happy” Parker. He 
moved to Strathroy for the 1935 cam¬ 
paign, managing that city’s team to an 
OBA championship. 

Now the team was complete. 

The City League proved to be easy for 
the All Stars. They lost just one regular 
season game before winning, the 
championship. Combined with the league 
games were numerous exhibition con¬ 
tests that kept the All Stars busy, some¬ 
times as many as five nights out of the 
week. 

The team wasn’t sure about entering 
OBA play until Stirling, who was this 
area’s OBA convenor at the time, talked 
them into it. 

Stirling, recalling in a 1946 story in the 



Chatham Daily News, said: “The fellows 
didn’t know whether or not to tackle the 
OBA games and they worried that they 
may not be accepted because of their 
color. But we got around that. We just 
signed the certificates and mentioned 
nothing about the Colored All Stars. They 
were entered as the Chatham All Stars 
buL^& soon- as- they -played a couple of 
games and OBA heads found what draw¬ 
ing powers they had, they sent them all 
over the country.” 

“ARCHIE WAS OUR chief advisor,” 
Wilfred “Boomer” Harding, a former 
player, said. “He was great for baseball 
in the city.” 

With most of the city pulling for the 
team, the All Stars opened their first 
OBA series in Sarnia Sept. 8, against the 
Red Sox. Chase was the winning pitcher 
in the game which Chatham won 8-3. Len 
and Boomer Harding powered the hitting 
attack. 

The second game was in Chatham Sept. 
13, but Sarnia couldn’t field a full team 
and had to default, giving the All Stars a 
2-0 win in the best-of-three series. 

Advancing to the second round against 
Welland Terriers, the All Stars hosted the 
first game Sept. 20 but were pounded by 
the Terriers 17-7. 

Chatham won the second game in Well¬ 
and Sept. 22, 4-2 in front of 2,000 fans. 
King Terrell was the winning pitcher 
with Chase belting his historic home run, 
a two-run job that stood up as the longest 
homer ever hit at the Welland park for 15 
years. 

The deciding game of the series was 
played in neutral London Sept. 26. Tabron 
pitched Chatham to an 11-7 win with 
Chase, affectionately described as the 
Kolored King of Klout in the game story, 
leading the attack with a triple, double 
and single. 

Milton was the All Stars next oppenent 
in a best-of-three semi-final series. 

The first game was in Chatham Oct. 4, 
and Chase clubbed a two-run homer at 
Athletic Park (now Rotary Park) in the 
bottom of the 10th inning to secure the 
win for the All Stars. 

With a donation of cars and gas from 
Pete Gilbert’s Aero Gas service station, 
the All Stars went to Milton Oct. 6, but 
were thrashed 21-4, as Milton tied the se¬ 
ries. 

The deciding contest went Oct. 11, 
again in Milton. Chatham^took the lead 
for good in the seventh inning when they 
scored five times, with Ross Talbot high¬ 
lighting the rally with a three-run triple 
as Chatham won 8-7. Chase picked up the 
victory. 

Now it was on to the championship 
best-of-three final with Penetang Ship¬ 
builders. 

THE FIRST GAME in Penetang Oct. 
15, went to the All Stars 4-2 in 10 innings. 
Tabron started and won the game in a 
pitching duel with Phil Marchildon, who 
later pitched for eight seasons in the ma¬ 
jor league’s with the old Philadelphia 
A s. 

Boomer Harding broke up the pitcher’s 
duel, in which Marchildon fanned 19, with 
a two-run single in the 10th inning. 

Chatham fans, 1,600 strong, packed 
Athletic Park for the second game Oct. 
18. The game went to Penetang 10-9 as 
catcher Fred Deviller drove home the 
winning runs in the ninth with a two-run 
double. Marchildon continued to strikeout 
Chatham batters, fanning 13 in the game. 

The third game was played Oct. 22 in 
neutral Guelph. The battle started in the 
early afternoon and Chatham scored a 
run in the top of the 11th to go ahead 3-2. 
After Chase had fanned the first Pen¬ 
etang batter in the bottom of the 11th, the 
umpires called the game on account of 
darkness. 

The score reverted back to the 10th in¬ 
ning, a 2-2 tie, and that didn’t set well 
with the team, Stirling, and the Chatham 
fans, some of whom were city council 
members. 


“Some aldermen came down to see the 
game and they couldn’t believe the um¬ 
pires called the game, at 3:30 in the af¬ 
ternoon,” Boomer Harding said, recal¬ 
ling the game. 

Another brouhaha started when Pen¬ 
etang didn’t want to play the game over 
the next day because they just had Mar¬ 
childon to pitch and he had gone the dis¬ 
tance the day before, 

“Archie got on the phone to the OBA in 
Toronto to pull for us,” Harding said. 
“We wanted to play the next day but Pen¬ 
etang wanted to wait another week be¬ 
cause they only had Marchildon. We told 
the OBA Penetang could have the title if 
we didn’t play the next day but the OBA 
made them play.” 

On Oct. 23, Chatham had its first ever 
OBA title, won by the first all colored 
team ever to enter the playdowns. The 
AH Stars tagged Marchildon early and of 
ten, winning the game 13-7. Tabron 
started but Chase came back in the sec¬ 
ond inning to earn the win. Len Harding 
led the attack with four hits while Chase, 
Gouy Ladd and Washington had three 
apiece. 

“Pitching was the reason we won,” Ta¬ 
bron said, reliving the final game. “Mar¬ 
childon didn’t have much of a team be¬ 
hind him and he was dead tired by the 
end of the first game. Chase was strong 
in both games for us.” 

THE TEAM LEFT Guelph right after 
the game and arrived in Chatham that 
evening around 10 p.m. Over 2,000 people 
and the Chatham Kiltie Band crammed 
around the Fifth Street Bridge to meet 
the team, which led a short parade to the 
old William Pitt Hotel for reception in 
their honor. 

“We received a telegram from the 
mayor (I.L. Davis) and we knew that the 
people of Chatham were behind us,” 
manager Parker told the audience as¬ 
sembled outside the Pitt. “We started out 
to win and we did. We cannot attribute 
the success to any one player. Every man 
was out there doing his part right. The 
mayor told us to bring home the bacon, 
and we did it.” 

“The team has brought distinction to 
their native city,” Mayor Davis said in 
praise of the victors. 

An editorial in the next day’s edition of 
the Chatham Daily News pointed to the 
team’s acheivement and their popularity 
in the city. 

“The News posted bulletins after every 
inning of both games in Guelph and any¬ 
one wishing to be convinced of the popu¬ 
larity of the Stars in Chatham should 
have been in the editorial room of this 
newspaper during the progress of those 
games. All telephones were kept in con¬ 
tinuous operation answering anxious in¬ 
quiries as to how the Stars were doing; 
and these calls lasted long into the eve¬ 
ning. 

“These boys deserve our homage and 
our tributes of admiration and praise. 
They have brought to the Maple City the 
first Ontario baseball championship 
Chatham ever possessed. 

“Congratulations Stars. The people of 
Chatham are proud of you.” 

“Everybody loved us in Chatham and 
really supported us,” Washington said, 
recalling the championship season. 

“That year was one of the most mem¬ 
orable times in my life,” Tabron added. 
“I was 18 and away from home for the 
first time but the memories are most 
pleasant. I always had fond memories of 
that year in Chatham.” 

Tuesday, Chatham city council plans to 
honor the surviving members of the 
team, marking the 50th anniversary of 
the OBA triumph. Council plans to make 
a presentation prior to its regular meet¬ 
ing at the Civic Centre. 

The remaining members of the team — 
Chatham resident Harding, Cliff Olbey of 
Windsor and Tabron and Washington, 
both of Detroit, along with former player- 
team official Talbot and former secre- 
tary-scorekeeper Orville Wright, both of 
Chatham — plan to reunite Tuesday for 
the council presentation. 


EDITOR’S NOTE: It was brought to 
our attention today by Chatham resident 
Larry Mansfield Robbins, that his uncle 
Hyle Robbins, a member of the 1934 
team, is still alive and well and living in 
Detroit. It is hoped that Hyle Robbins will 
also be in Chatham for Tuesday’s council 
presentation.

Thirteen 
years prior to this, in a small town 
in southwestern Ontario a team 
called the Chatham Coloured 
Allstars had their own moment of 
glory. Under the direction of a 
man called Archie Sterling, a 
men’s baseball team consisting of 
all blacks made a bid for the 
Ontario Baseball Association 
championship in the summer of 
1934. 

During those same summer 
months the Detroit Tigers, who 
played in a ball park less than fif¬ 
ty miles away, were having a 
record season. Their success 
paralleled that of the Allstars who 
had started out two years earlier 
as a bunch of unemployed young 
men with a passion for baseball. 
Since that time, with the help of 
Mr. Sterling, these young men 
had formed a team and began 
playing exhibition games. Their

their performances. 

For the next two years this team 
progressed and soon they were a 
favourite with everyone in the 
town. People from other areas, 
however, were not as amiable 
towards the Chatham Coloured 
Allstars and the team was not 
welcome to play in a number of 
places. At that time racial 
prejudice was a fact of life. 
Restaurants were segregated, 
movie houses only allowed 
blacks into certain seats, and the 
chances for a black to advance 
through the social ranks were 
quite slim. 

Out on the baseball field, how¬ 
ever, things could even them¬ 
selves out. There were no physi¬ 
cal barriers, only mental barriers 
to overcome. As the Allstars 
played throughout the summer of 


’34 they were faced with crowds 
of bigots who came out only to 
heckle them. When they entered 
the tournament for the OBA 
championship, Archie Sterling 
signed the team on as the 
Chatham Allstars, to avoid any 
problems. Teams were shocked 
when they realized that they were 
playing against blacks, but there 
was nothing they could do about 
it. 

The team had not lost many 
games during the summer months 
and this trend continued when 
they entered the tournament. As 
it ends up, the Chatham Coloured 
Allstars won the OBA 
championship that year, ousting 
Penetanguishene in a best 2 out of 
3 series. After a 23 hour journey 
to play the series, the Allstars 
relied on the pitching talent of 


one man who threw for a total of 
eighteen innings in the two 
games. They had read on the 
sidewalks of the town "The Black 
Cloud is Coming" and they real¬ 
ized that they had to defeat more 
than a baseball team. They did. 

The team continued to play for 
a number of years after, losing 
old players and gaining new ones. 
One of the players who joined in 
1936 was Ferguson Jenkins, the 
father of Cy Young award winner 
Fergie Jenkins. Not too many 
people know the story of the 
Chatham Coloured Allstars, but 
after writing this I hope I have 
shown a few a new baseball 
story. Toss it on the pile with the 
others if you wish, or think about 
it.

Chatham Colored All-Stars won city’s first OBA championship

The death of Don Washington 
last year severed the final direct 
link to one of the most celebrated 
teams in Chatham’s history. 

The 1934 Chatham Colored All- 
Stars were a team of firsts. 

•The first team from the city to 
win an Ontario Baseball 
Association championship. 

•The first all-black team to enter 
the OBA playdowns. 

•And now the first baseball team 
to enter the Chatham Sports Hall 
of Fame. 

The Colored All-Stars will be 
welcomed into the hall at the induc¬ 
tion ceremony Thursday. 

However, no players will be on 
hand. Washington had been the 
last surviving member of the sto¬ 
ried squad. 

Second-hand stories from rela¬ 
tives and yellowed newspaper clip¬ 
pings are almost all that’s left of 
the Colored All-Stars’ legacy. 

Horace Chase doesn’t want them 
to be forgotten. He nominated them 
for the hall as one way to celebrate 
their feats. But he said local base¬ 
ball fans also have a role to play. 

Those who flocked to Stirling 
Park to watch the team can tell 
their children and grandchildren 
about the Colored All-Stars. So can 
the wives and siblings and children 
of the players. 

“I’m hoping they’ll start talking 
to their children, so that in another 
generation 25 years from now, 
they’ll say, T remember hearing sto¬ 
ries about that team,”’ said Chase, 
whose father, Earl (Flat) Chase, 
starred as a pitcher and infielder 
with the All-Stars. “... I hope the 
(relatives) pass the stories on and 
they can say, T had a great-uncle 
who played on the 1934 All-Stars.’ 
It keeps the memories alive.” 

Not many people share those 
memories today, said John Olbey, 
whose brother Cliff was on the All- 
Stars. 

“As our generation goes and the 
next generation isn’t familiar with 
what went on, you’ll find yourself 
with fewer and fewer people to dis¬ 
cuss fewer and fewer tmngs,” Olbey 
said. “... The memories will just be 
locked in your mind.” 

Chase has assembled a collection 
of newspaper stories to be kept in 
the hall. He wants younger fans to

have at least one way to discover 
the Colored All-Stars. 

“I find that very sad, that we 
don’t have anybody we can relate to 
or anybody we can go to, to learn 
these things,” he said. 

The Colored All-Stars were 
formed in 1932 with mainly 
Chatham players. They played 
exhibition games for their first two 
seasons and often barnstormed 
across the province. 

In 1934, they entered the City 
Baseball League and rolled to the 
championship with just a single 
regular-season loss. They also kept

playing up to five nights a week. 

Players told The Chatham 
Daily News in 1984 that as many 
as five teammates deserved a shot 
at the major leagues. But the colour 
line, not broken by Jackie Robinson

history of his father Earl and the Colored All-Stars 


until 1947, meant the majors were 
an impossible dream. 

Most players were in their late 
teens or early 20s. Some had trou¬ 
ble getting work in Chatham 
because of their skin colour. Others 
couldn’t find a job because of the 
Depression. Baseball was a way to 
keep busy. 

They also became a popular 
draw on the road, where they were 
still sometimes turned away from 
hotels and restaurants. 

“Some smaller towns carried 
racism a bit far,” Cliff Olbey told 
The Daily News in 1984. “We just 
- together as-tt team, i t wasn 't 

anything but a part of life then.” 

The Colored All-Stars began the 
1934 OBA Intermediate ‘B’ playoffs 
by knocking out Sarnia, Welland 
and Milton. Then came the best-of- 
three championship series against 
the Penetang Shipbuilders, who 
were led by future big-leaguer Phil 
Marchildon. 

The teams split the first two con¬ 
tests. After a controversial decision 
to end the third game in the 11th 
inning on account of darkness, the 
teams met for a rematch Oct. 23 in 
Guelph. Chatham won 13-7. 

The team was met by almost 
2,000 fans on Fifth Street when 
they returned that night. A parade 
led to the William Pitt Hotel, where 
the players were congratulated by 
the crowd and city officials at a 
reception. 

According to an Oct. 24 editorial 
in The Daily News: “That (manag¬ 
er) Happy Parker’s boys had the 
city pulling for them was indicated 
by the hundreds of telephone calls 
which came to the office of The 
News during yesterday afternoon, 
each seeking information on the 
progress of the game. Crowds gath¬ 
ered in front of The News building 
to await the bulletins posted up 
after each inning.” 


But Horace Chase didn’t men¬ 
tion their success when asked why 
he nominated the squad. Nor did he 
cite their courage as a ground¬ 
breaking all-black team. 

So, what made the team special? 

“I think the camaraderie and the 
friendship and the way they played 
ball for the sport,” Chase said. 
“Nobody got paid. They played ball 
for the love of the game... They got 
out there and played ball the way it 
was supposed to be.”

If battered glove could only talk 


Black team 
saw glory 
and woe 

I t’s not really much to look at. 
It’s just an old, beat-up 
rather pitiful looking base¬ 
ball glove. In fact, it’s so different 
in appearance from a modern day 
glove that it almost has a surreal 
look to it. 

It now rests in “retirement” at 
Chatham’s W.I.S.H. Centre in the 
Heritage Room, but we’re sure it’s 
aching to come out of its forced 
leisure and tell of the days when it 
was the property of one Kingsley 
Terrell and the things it saw in the 
1930s. 

Kingsley Terrell was a third 
basemen who sometimes took his 
turn on the pitching mound for the 
legendary Chatham Coloured All 
Stars. 

He was one of the black athletes 
of the day who decided that they 
should put their talents together, 
form a ball team, find a park to 
play in (Stirling Park) and enter 
into some serious competition. 

In 1933 the Chatham All Stars

made it to the finals of the Ontario 
Baseball Association Intermediate 
playoffs and they knew that with a 
little more luck they had a real 
shot at going all the way. 

During their 1934 pursuit of an 
Ontario championship, the tram 
got to travel around a good portion 
of Ontario and if they had not 
known it before they soon realized 
that they were not your normal 
baseball team. 

Everywhere they went they 
were treated differently. On the 
field they were always the heroes 
and had huge crowd appeal. In 
every ball park they played in, the 
crowds came out to see them and, 
for the most part, to cheer them. 

However, once they left the 
baseball diamond, it was a whole 
new story. 

The Chatham Coloured All 


Stars were not welcome to eat at 
many restaurants. 

Long road trips had to be 
planned well in advance to ensure 
that the locality had a restaurant 
that would serve them. 

Trying to find a place to spend 
the night for the team also pre¬ 
sented some real problems. 

Some motels refused to have 
them stay at all While others 
insisted that they arrive well after 
dark in order that their white 
guests would never know that 
blacks were also staying at the 
same place. 

When fall of 1934 rolled around 
the All Stars were down to the 
Ontario finals playing against a 
strong team from Penetang. 

The first two games were split 
and, the third ended in a 2-2 tie. 
The final game was played in neu¬ 
tral territory, in Guelph, and the 
All Stars came ready to play. 

The final score of the deciding 
Ontario Championship game was 
13-7 in favour of the Chatham All 
Stars. 

Pitching that day for Chatham 
was Earl (Flat) Chase who out- 
pitched Penetang’s pitching sensa¬ 
tion Phil Marchildon, and in later 
years, went on to have a long and 


illustrious career in the American 
League playing for the 
Philadelphia Athletics. 

This fact, of course, begs the 
question: How many of the 
Chatham All Stars were good 
enough to play in the big leagues if 
there had not been a colour barri¬ 
er? 

Teammates of Terrell and Chase 
including Wilf (Boomer) Harding, 
Len Harding, Goy Ladd and Ross 
Talbot unfortunately never got 
their chance to at least be denied a 
spot in the majors due to their per¬ 
formance. Their ineligibility was 
never in question. 

When the Ontario champions 
arrived back home from Guelph 
after their victory that evening it 
was near midnight. 

Nevertheless, their motorcade 
was met by hundreds at the city 
limits and escorted to the site of 
the old Fifth Street Bridge. 

Here, Chatham Mayor Isaac 
Davis stood on the hood of a car 
and greeted the new champions. In 
his brief speech, he stated that 
“Chatham will win other ball 
championships but we’ll always 
remembered it was the coloured 
boys who led the way.” 

At a civic reception held later on

that fall, the coach of the All Stars, 
Happy Parker, stood up and gra¬ 
ciously thanked the City of 
Chatham for its support of the 
team. 

He then went on to voice what 
many of the 175 black families liv¬ 
ing in Chatham’s east end and the 
many other families at Buxton, 
Dresden and other locales must 
have had on their minds for a long 
time. 

“We thank you,” Coach Parker 
began, “for the fine banquet and 
the wonderful support ... now 
would it be too much to ask if you 
could give these same boys a 
chance to work at some of the 
places they just can’t get into 
now?” 

An affirmative answer to that 
question took a long time coming 
and some might contend that a 
totally positive response is still 
being awaited. 

Is it any wonder then that 
Kingsley Terrell’s glove, although 
full of sweet memories, still looks 
slightly battered and more than a 
little forlorn?

More than 65 years after their 
heyday, the Chatham Colored All- 
Stars will finally have their uni¬ 
forms worn on a major league field. 

The ground-breaking baseball 
team will be honoured Sunday 
when the Toronto Blue Jays wear 
their replica uniforms at Shea 
Stadium in New York. 

“I never thought that anything 
like that would ever happen,” said 
Don Tabron, 85, one of two surviv¬ 
ing Colored All-Stars. 

Sagasta Harding is his last 
remaining teammate. 

The New York Mets will be 
dressed as the New York Cubans to 
remember the Negro leagues and 
their contributions to major league 
baseball. 

“They’re putting us up on a 
pedestal, huh?” asked Tabron, who 
now lives in Detroit. 

The event is designed to honour 
the teams which played in their 
own leagues when the major 
leagues were segregated. 

“(Earl Chase) was the closest 
thing we had to a major league ball 
player,” Tabron said. 

Tabron played two seasons in 
Chatham before returning to the 
Detroit area. 

“When I came back here, I 
played a few games with the 


(Detroit) Stars,” he said. “It wasn’t 
a league at that time but it was just 
a home-town team playing teams 
from other cities.” 

The Stars were the premier 
blacks-only team in Detroit. 
Members of the Stars and the 
North Detroit Cubs sometimes vis¬ 


ited Chatham for July 4 games, 
Tabron said. 

The Colored All-Stars never 
played in a separate league for 
blacks-only. 

Nor did any members ever play 
in the Negro leagues. 

However, they were familiar 


with discrimination. Some players 
had trouble getting work because of 
their skin colour. On the road, the 
team was sometimes turned away 
from hotels and restaurants. 

Murray King of Chatham sug¬ 
gested the Blue Jays honour a 
Canadian team during Sunday’s 
ceremony. 

“I’ve been working on it for a full 
year,” he said. “I was the one that 
instigated it and got the Blue Jays 
to go for it. Both myself and Tom 
Valcke at the (Canadian Baseball) 
Hall of Fame were behind it... 

“You work on something for a full 
year and finally it comes to life. It’s 
a great feeling.” 

The Colored All-Stars were 
formed in 1932. They spent much of 
the decade traveling across Ontario 
for exhibition and league games. 

They enjoyed their most success¬ 
ful season in 1934 when they won 
the Ontario Intermediate ‘B’ cham¬ 
pionship. 

They were the first Chatham 
team to win an Ontario Baseball 
Association title. They were also 
the first black team to enter the 
OBA playdowns. 

After winning the final game in 
Guelph, the players were welcomed 
home by 2,000 fans on Fifth Street. 

The team was inducted to the 
Chatham Sports Hall of Fame last 
year.

But there was no way possible 
to make travel arrangements at 
such a short notice. 

Later Thursday afternoon, I 
ran into Horace Chase, son of the 
legendary local Hall of Famer 
Earl (Flat) Chase. 

He was as mad as I was — but 
with a lot less blue language at 
the Blue Jays. 

“Here they are honouring my 
Daddy — Carlos Delgado is wear¬ 
ing his number — but the game’s 
in New York. 

“How are we supposed to get 
there?” 

Horace’s eyes were getting a lit¬ 
tle moist. 

So were mine — for feeling so 
selfish instead of feeling bad for 
the players’ relatives. 

I’ve grown up with quite a few 
sons and daughters of those men. 

I only knew two of the players. 

I could never thank Guoy Ladd 
for all he did for me when he was 
a coach and I was a bat boy on the 
Kent Concretes in the 1960s. 

And who didn’t know Boomer 
Harding. As long as I can remem¬ 
ber, Boomer was umpiring games 
at every baseball park in town. 

I talk to Boomer’s son Blake, a 
close neighbour, three or four 
times a week. 

I saw the hurt in Horace’s eyes. 
I didn’t talk to Blake but I imag¬ 
ine he’s a little upset too. 

And other relatives as well. 

Here are their fathers, grandfa¬ 
thers and uncles being honoured 
— 500 miles away. 

“Why didn’t they announce it 
sooner?” Horace asked me. 

“If we had known two or three 
weeks ago, we could have made 
arrangements for a bus and gone 
to New York.” 

Horace was debating whether 
to drive or fly to New York. He 
was so mad, I swear he could have 
run to New York faster than any 
plane could get him to LaGuardia. 

The big question on everyone’s 
mind: Why didn’t the Blue Jays 
wait for a game in Toronto to wear 
the Chatham uniforms? 

It would be more meaningful to 
families of the Chatham team — 
as well as fans across Canada — 
to see the Blue Jays wear the 
1934 uniforms at the SkyDome. 


M ark Malone and I start¬ 
ed calling the Blue Jays 
on Wednesday. 

By Friday morning, we were 
still getting nothing but answer¬ 
ing machines. 

Was this another ‘Toronto snub 
job’ on us ‘backwoods hicks’ in 
Chatham? 

Are the Blue Jays taking public 
relations disaster lessons from the 
Detroit Tigers? 

If they would just return our 
calls, because there are a lot of 
bewildered and upset people down 
here in Chatham... 

“Hello?” 

Finally, the Blue Jays started 
returning our calls on Friday 
afternoon. 

“What the &*%$#@! took so 
long?” I wanted to shout into the 
phone. 

Blue Jays’ spokeswoman 
Jennifer Morris graciously 
answered my questions and con¬ 
cerns. 

“First, everything wasn’t final¬ 
ized until this week,” she 
explained. 

“And, this was initiated by the 
Mets ... They came to us.” 

Morris was apologetic the Jays 
didn’t get word down to us sooner 
so fans could make arrangements 
to go to New York. 

“It’s not our game,” she said. 
“Next year,” she continued, 
“we’re planning to have a game in 
Toronto to wear the Chatham uni¬ 
forms.” 

Silence. 

Someone found a way to shut 
me up. 

Morris could not get into any 
details but she did say the Blue 


Jays would “do it up big and you 
people (in Chatham) will be very 
much involved.” 

I take back everything I said 
and thought about the Blue Jays 
and Toronto — even how I imme¬ 
diately thought, “it looks good on 
you &*%&%$#@’*’s” when I heard 
earlier in the day Beijing got the 
Olympics ahead of Toronto. 

Horace called me moments 
later. 

He too had a call from the Blue 
Jays and he was excited to hear 
about next year’s game. 

He felt better, too. Now he did¬ 
n’t have to drive/fly/walk to New 
York. ^ 

With next year’s Inter-League 
schedule switching divisions — it 
won’t be East vs East, Central vs 
Central, West vs West — wouldn’t 
it be something if the Cubs visited 
the SkyDome? 

That would be a natural for the 
Blue Jays to wear the Chatham 
uniforms, with Fergie Jenkins 
and his father Fergie Sr.’s connec¬ 
tion to the Cubs and All-Stars. 

If the Cubs don’t come into 
Toronto, the next ideal day would 
be a visit by the Texas Rangers — 
another of Fergie’s old teams plus 
the local connection with Rangers’ 
GM Doug Melvin. 

And if worse comes to worse, 
we’ll settle for the Toledo Tigers. 

Well, I’m feeling a whole lot 
better than I did when this day 
started. 

The Blue Jays will honour the 
Chatham Colored All-Stars and 
their families next year. 

And I thought the only good 
things to come out of Toronto were 
George Aitken and the 401 West. 






















Sweet memories for ’34 All-Star 


Tabron, 85, proudly

M emories came flowing 
back for Don Tabron. 
Sons and daughters of 
the players felt pride. 

And for thousands of other 
Chathamites with no connection to 
the 1934 Chatham Colored All- 
Stars, we too had smiles on our 
faces. 

It’s not every day we see 
Chatham uniforms in a Major 
League baseball game. 

Tabron, 85, is one of two surviv¬ 
ing members of the local legendary 
’34 All-Stars. He lives in Detroit, 

20 minutes away from the other 
surviving member, Sagasta 
Harding, 93, of Romulus. 

“I was wondering why they 
chose our team for this game, but 
it certainly made me feel a little 
proud,” said Tabron.

The host New York Mets wore 
replica jerseys of the New York 
Cubans, former World Series 
champions of the old Negro 
Leagues. 

The Chatham Colored All-Stars 
played exhibition games through¬ 
out southwestern Ontario before 
being accepted into the Ontario 
Baseball Association in 1933. 

One year later, they became the 


first all-black team to play in the 
OB A playoffs. They wound up win¬ 
ning Chatham’s first OBA champi¬ 
onship when they defeated 
Penataguishene for the 
Intermediate ‘B’ title. 

“I was the starting pitcher that 
day,” Tabron recalled of the cham¬ 
pionship game. 

“I walked the first three batters 
so Mr. Parker took me out and 
moved me back to shortstop — but 
I threw out two runners' at the 
plate that inning,” he laughed. 

Tabron only watched the final 
five innings of Sunday’s game on 
television, long enough to have 
many memories of his friends 
come flowing back. 

“I liked the uniforms, the only 
difference is we had a black ‘C’ on 
our uniforms, and they had a red 
‘C’ on theirs,” he said of the tops 
worn by the Blue Jays. 

“I called my 22-year-old son — 
he’s Don Joseph and I’m Don 
Williams — and he was proud to 
see the old uniforms.” 


Tabron and former All-Stars’ 
catcher Don Washington originally 
came to Chatham “to play one 
game on Queen Victoria’s birth¬ 
day,” he recalled. “We used to play 
against Chatham and on this day, 
they needed a couple of extra play¬ 
ers so we came over. 

“I wound up staying two years 
and Don stayed for five,” Tabron 
laughed. 

He remembers staying with 
Wilfred ‘Boomer’ Harding’s family 
and the next year roomed with 
Ferguson Jenkins Sr. 

“Fergie was a cook on the Great 
Lakes freighters ... he loved to 
cook and I liked to be fed, so we 
got along just fine,” he said. 

“But I’m sorry to say, I’ve never 
met his son,” Tabron said of base¬ 
ball Hall Of Famer Fergie Jenkins. 

Hopefully, this can be remedied 
in the near future. 

Tabron said long after he 
returned to Detroit, he often drove 
back here to see his friends.

Blue Jays consider 

another tribute at 

home next summer

More honours may be on the way 
for the Chatham Colored All-Stars. 

The 1930s all-black baseball 
team will be saluted Sunday when 
replicas of their uniforms are worn 
by the Toronto Blue Jays. 

The game against the Mets in 
New York (1 p.m., CBC) will cele¬ 
brate the Negro leagues’ contribu¬ 
tions to baseball. 

The Blue Jays are already talk¬ 
ing about hosting a similar tribute 
next season, said Horace Chase of 
Chatham. Chase is a son of Earl 
(Flat) Chase, a pitcher/infielder on 
the 1934 Ontario champion All- 
| Stars. 

There are no specific plans yet, 
he said Friday. A Blue Jays spokes¬ 
woman could not tell him if the 
Colored All-Stars would be recog¬ 
nized again next year or if the Blue 
Jays would honour black ball-play¬ 
ers in general. 

“She did say they’ll be getting 
uniforms from that era,” Chase 
said. “The impression I get is they 
are going to make up uniforms... 

“I said I would like to get three of 
them: one for the Hall of Fame, one 
for the Heritage Museum and one 
for myself.” 

Tom Valcke, executive director of

Toronto players will wear off- 
white uniforms with blue pin¬ 
stripes. Each jersey will have a red 
‘C’ and a gold star. 

The Mets will don the uniforms 
of the New York Cubans. 

Valcke said the Blue Jays have 
expressed interest in commemorat¬ 
ing the Negro leagues next season. 

They may designate an entire 
week to the history of the Negro 


leagues or they may decorate a lux¬ 
ury box for the season, said Valcke. 
He expects to soon meet with team 
officials to discuss their plans. 

Blue Jays spokeswoman Brenda 
Maynard would not confirm plans 
for a tribute game next season. 

“There may be a possibility of us 
hosting such a game next year — 
and that’s a big maybe,” said 
Maynard, the team’s director of cor¬ 
porate communications. “But if we 
host a game, we would make a big 
splash.” 

The Blue Jays barely made a rip¬ 
ple for Sunday’s game. There was 
little pregame publicity and a press 
release was not issued until Friday 
afternoon. 

“It wasn’t done earlier because 
we didn’t expect this (attention),” 
Maynard said. “I have no answer to 
why it wasn’t done earlier. 

“We didn’t expect it to cause this 
much of a stir.” 

Since a story appeared Thursday 
in The Daily News , the All-Stars’ 
descendants “have been calling 
here like crazy,” Maynard said. 

The Mets have done all the orga¬ 
nizing for Sunday, said Valcke. The 
Blue Jays just happened to be the 
team visiting New York on the 
scheduled date. 

Neither of the two surviving 
1934 All-Stars — Sagasta Harding 
and Don Tabron — will be in New 
York. 

“I’d like to be there but that’s 
impossible,” said Harding, 93, who 
now lives in Romulus, Mich. “I’ll 
have to see it on television...

“I’m proud of the fact they’re 
being recognized and I wish we as a 
family could have been down for 
that game,” Chase said. “It’s disap¬ 
pointing we couldn’t make arrange¬ 
ments to go down there.

The Toronto Blue Jays are so

The rebuilding Blue Jays will 
host the Boston Red Sox at the 
SkyDome while both teams wear 
replicas of uniforms once sported 
by all-black baseball teams. 

The Blue Jays previously paid 
tribute to the Colored All-Stars last 
season during a game in New York 
against the Mets. 

Those Toronto players wore grey 
uniforms with blue pinstriping. 
Each jersey featured a red ‘C’ and a 
gold star. 

This time, the Blue Jays will 
wear white uniforms with red pin- 
striping and Stars written across 
their chests. 

The Red Sox will wear the uni¬ 
forms of the Boston Royal Giants. 

The 4 p.m. game will be preceded 
by an on-field ceremony at 3:45 
p.m. 

Fans will be told the history of 
the Colored All-Stars, who in 1934 
became the first all-black team to 
enter the Ontario Baseball 
Association playdowns. They went 
on to win the provincial intermedi¬ 
ate ‘B’ championship. 

The two surviving members of 
that team - Don Tabron, 86, and 
Sagasta Harding, 94 — will be 
joined on the field by Horace Chase, 
son of former All-Stars pit¬ 
cher/infielder Earl (Flat) Chase. 

Blue Jays general manager J.P. 
Ricciardi is expected to greet them. 

This marks the first time the 
Blue Jays have held a Negro 
League celebration at home. 

“We’re excited about it,” said 
Blue Jays promotions manager 


Julian Franklin. 

The team will also set up a dis¬ 
play on the Colored All-Stars 
behind section 127 of the SkyDome. 
The display will include pho¬ 
tographs, blurbs on the team’s his¬ 
tory and a Colored All-Stars replica 
jersey worn by a Blue Jay last year. 

Replica jerseys and caps will not 
be sold. 

Sons and daughters are a few 
years too young to remember their 
fathers playing with the Colored 
All-Stars in the 1930s.

out Sarnia, Welland and Milton. 

The best-of-three championship 
series was against the Penetang 
Shipbuilders, led by future big-lea- 
guer Phil Marchildon. 

The teams split the first two 
contests. After a controversial 
decision to end the third game in 
the 11th inning on account of 
darkness, the teams met for a 
rematch Oct. 23 in Guelph. 
Chatham won 13-7. 

The team was greeted by almost 
2,000 fans on Fifth Street. The 
fans and players paraded to the 
William Pitt Hotel where the team 
was congratulated by city officials 
at a reception. 

The Colored All-Stars were the 
first baseball team to enter the 
Chatham Sports Hall of Fame in 
2000 during the second year of 
team inductions. They were pre¬ 
ceded only by the 1960 Allan Cup 
champion Chatham Maroons.

Horace Chase of Chatham re¬ 
members his father as a strong 
man with a Mike Tyson build, 
a pitcher for the All-Stars. 

Chase will represent his dad, 
Earl (Flat) Chase, in today’s 
ceremony.

The All-Stars, formed in 
1932, spent much of the decade 
travelling across Ontario for 
exhibition and league games. 


They were the first black team 
to enter the OBA playdowns. 

In 1934, they played in the 
Chatham city league and rolled 
to the title with just a single 
loss. They also kept their exhi¬ 
bition schedule, often playing 
up to five nights a week. 

The All-Stars began the ’34 
OBA intermediate B playoffs 
by knocking out Sarnia, 
Welland and Milton. The best- 
of-three final was against the 
Penetang Shipbuilders, who 
were led by future big-leaguer 
Phil Marchildon. 

The teams split the first two 
games. After the third game 
ended controversially in the 
11th inning because of dark¬ 
ness, Chatham won the re¬ 
match 13-7 Oct. 23 in Guelph. 

The team was greeted by al¬ 
most 2,000 fans on Fifth Street. 
The fans and players paraded 
to the William Pitt Hotel. 

“Chatham will win other ball 
championships, but we’ll al¬ 
ways remember the coloured 
boys led the way,” Mayor Isaac 
Davis said at the time.

The Blue 
Jays wore the Chatham Colored All-Stars uniform. 

"It is an honor, yes, but I haven't gotten into it yet," a soft-spoken 
Tabron said. "I was surprised when they called me. When this fellow 
first called from Toronto, I was sort of up, you know. I said, 'Oh, I've got 
to call some of my buddies.' And then, all of a sudden, all my buddies are 
gone. So I guess 86 is a good age. It's good to be here. I think about my 
buddies from that era, and they're all gone." 

Donald Tabron Jr., Tabron's son, enthusiastically followed up on the 
Blue Jays' interest in honoring the team and his father. Tabron Jr., who 
played football and basketball at Detroit Renaissance High and football 
at Northwood University, said he takes great pride in his father's 
accomplishments. 

For Father's Day, he produced a large framed collection of clippings 
and photographs from the championship season. 

"(I’m) just making sure he gets his due, more than anything," Tabron 
Jr. said.

DETROIT ~ It has been 68 
years, but the memories have 
not faded for Donald Tabron. 

It was the Depression, and he 
was an 18-year-old from 
Detroit who was out of work 
but could play some ball. He 
figures he was good enough to 
have played in the big leagues 
or, at the least, the high minors. 

But the opportunity was not 
there. 

Instead, Tabron played 
softball locally and was 
making a name, when an 
interesting offer came along. 

The Chatham Colored All- 
Stars, an Ontario-based team 
that played in Canada and the 
United States, gave him a 
chance to play one game. 

"Nobody was working," 

Tabron, 86, said recently from 
his Detroit home. "That was in 
1934, in the middle of the 
biggest Depression in history. 

We were just going to be there 
for one day and come on back 
home. But they liked us, and

The Chatham Colored All-Stars were formed in 1932 as an exhibition 
team. Two years later, the team joined the City Baseball League and still 
managed to keep up its aggressive exhibition schedule that took the 
players into the U.S. The team became a hugely popular draw in 
Chatham because of its "wide-open play," as described in a newspaper 
article. 

Tabron, an honor-roll graduate from Northeastern High, was 
nicknamed "Babe" because, at 18, he was the youngest player on the 
team. During his All-Stars career, he lived in Chatham with the family of 
his teammate and best friend, Wilfred "Boomer" Harding, who is 
deceased. The only other player still living is Sagasta Harding, no 
relation to Wilfred. 

Tabron left Detroit, where he had been practicing with the Joe Louis 
Brown Bombers softball team, to play one game with the All-Stars. 
Certainly, it wasn't for the money. 

"Whatever was made, which wasn't much, was split between the 
players and owners and so forth," Tabron said. 

Tabron has countless stories of the racial inequalities the team faced, 
particularly during the trips to the southern United States. His most vivid 
memory, however, came after he played one football game with the 
Chatham team after baseball season had concluded. 

He was the only black player on the team. After the game, the players 
stopped at a roadhouse to get a drink and some food. As they walked in, 
Tabron was told he was not allowed. It was November and it was 
snowing, but his teammates told him to sit outside in the car for a few 
minutes. 

"I was mad," Tabron said. "About three minutes later, a chair comes 
sailing through the window,... and tables were turning over. They ran 
out and got in the car, and I had a lot more respect for them after that." 

The city of Chatham, about 50 miles east of Windsor, has always been 
proud of the Colored All-Stars. At least two busloads of fans are 
expected to make the trip to Toronto next weekend. On the 50th 
anniversary of the championship, with six surviving members of the 
team present, the Colored All-Stars were honored at City Hall. 

Last October, a photo of the team from that championship season was 
added to the Baseball Hall of Fame in Cooperstown, N.Y. 

Tabron played competitive baseball for 20 years until, he said, he 
discovered bowling. He was a serious bowler for 20 years and an avid 
golfer, as well. 

Tabron received his contractor's license in 1944 and has been doing 
electrical work since then. He still works daily in his shop on the comer 
of Grand River and Virginia Park. 

Baseball, however, was always his love. 

"I could have been in the big leagues or one of the better minor 
leagues," Tabron said. "Baseball, I was at the top. Bowling, I was decent. 
Golf, I just loved to play. But baseball... I was amongst them." 

He was finally in the big leagues Saturday, throwing out the first pitch.

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1934 Chatham Colored All-Stars’ surviving members 
overwhelmed by salute to their historic championship

TORONTO — Don Tabron and 
Sagasta Harding couldn’t under¬ 
stand what all the fuss was about. 

They were just a couple of good 
ball players on a great team. 

Surely they didn’t deserve to be 
treated like Hall of Famers by the 
Toronto Blue Jays or escorted onto 
the SkyDome field while thousands 
cheered Saturday. 

“It didn’t seem like I was worth 
it,” said Tabron, 86, of Detroit. 
“Just part of a team a long time 
ago. 

Their children knew better. 

So did their teammates’ children. 
And grandchildren. And great¬ 
grandchildren. 

They came from Chatham and 
Windsor, from Detroit and 
Ypsilanti, from Buffalo, N.Y., and 
Washington, D.C. 

They came to see a tribute paid 
to the 1934 Chatham Colored All- 
Stars, a team which made history 
when black men had limited oppor¬ 
tunities to make an impact. 

The Colored All-Stars left their 
mark on baseball diamonds across 
Ontario. But their greatest legacy 
could be found Saturday in the 
stands. 

Four generations of relatives, 
both blacks and whites, watched as 
the Blue Jays played the Boston 
Red Sox while wearing the uni¬ 
forms of Ontario’s first all-black 
baseball champions. 

The Red Sox dressed in the road 
greys of the Boston Royal Giants. 

“It’s a chance to think about 
what those guys accomplished,” 
said Chatham’s Blake Harding, 54, 
whose father Wilfred and uncle Len 
played for the Colored All-Stars. 
“They just wanted to play baseball. 
But here we are years later — sons

and daughters, grandchildren, 
great-grandchildren. It’s pretty 
awesome that here they are in the 
SkyDome being honoured by major 
league baseball. 

“It’s one of those days when you 
sit back and realize life is pretty 
good.”

Blake Harding wore a T-shirt 
with his father’s name on the back. 
Later, he changed into another 
shirt that read, “I am Wilfred 
‘Boomer’ Harding’s son” on the 
front and “I am Len Harding’s 
nephew” on the back. 

Earl and Horace Chase handed 


out buttons with a photo of their 
father, All-Stars legend Earl (Flat) 
Chase. 

Down in the Blue Jays’ dugout, 
94-year-old Sagasta Harding sat 
next to grandson Robert Harding. 
Beside them was Don Tabron Jr. 
snapping pictures of his father. 

Tabron Jr. grew up listening to 
his father — a shortstop and pitch¬ 
er — talk about baseball. Stories of 
playing against Satchel Paige and 
visiting the segregated south with 
the Detroit Stars. Stories about the 
ugly racism he encountered in some 
towns and the kindness he found in 
others. 

“All the stories he’s told me, it’s 
like he’s finally getting his due for 
all the hard work he put in,” said 
Tabron Jr., 23. “He’s finally reaping 
the benefits.” 

Tabron and right-fielder Sagasta 
Harding are the only Colored All- 
Stars who lived long enough to see 
the team finally honoured by the 
baseball establishment. 

Yet, there’s no trace of bitterness. 
No sense of entitlement. Just grati¬ 
tude for the surprising and long- 
deserved recognition. 

“I didn’t know what to think,” 
said Harding of Romulus, Mich. “I 
know they’ve been awful nice to me 
here. And I do want to thank the 
participants who took part in this, 
to make this event real. This is 
once in a lifetime.” 

Not that he expected to see it in 
his lifetime. 

“No, never,” he said. “Never 
thought of it. But I wouldn’t have 
missed it for the world.” 

The two Colored All-Stars, wear¬ 
ing replicas of their old jerseys, 
threw out the ceremonial first 
pitches. They were joined in the 
pre-game celebration by Horace 
Chase.

“(I was) very humbled, to tell you 
the truth,” said Chase, 66, of 
Chatham. “I felt so honoured to be 
out there on the field. It was a life 
dream. A field of dreams, being out 
there with those two guys... 

“I think they were in awe. They 
were enjoying themselves so much, 
they were almost speechless. I told 
them, ‘You’ve done so much, this is 
your reward.’” 

Blue Jays pitcher Corey 
Thurman expressed the same sen¬ 
timent upon meeting Tabron and 
Harding. 

“It’s an unbelievable feeling, 
being African-American and know¬ 
ing what these guys had to go 
through,” Thurman said. “Well, not 
really knowing because it was so 
tough, but they paved the way for 
people like myself and all African- 
American people in the game of 
baseball.” 

The Colored All-Stars, most of 
whom hailed from Chatham and 
North Buxton, began barnstorming 
across Ontario in 1932. 

They joined Chatham’s City 
Baseball League in 1934 and went 
on to win the provincial intermedi¬ 
ate ‘B’ championship. The team dis¬ 
banded in 1939, though several 
players got back together after the 
Second World War on the Chatham 
^.C. Taylors. 

“(Pitcher) Flat Chase and (catch¬ 
er) Don Washington, they were the 
oackbone of the team,” Tabron said. 
‘Flat could have played on any 
:eam in the country. He was a 
Ditcher and a hitter. He hit the 
ongest balls in every park we had 
Dlayed in. 

“He threw the ball so hard that 
lobody wanted to pinch hit against 
lim. They refused to pinch hit 
vhen it started getting dark. In 
act, in Chatham he hit one fellow 
md broke three ribs. 

“Every park that we played in, it 
vas a newspaper-type home run — 
litting the ball out at dusk and get- 
ing it back in at dark.” 

When Chatham Coun. Larry 
Jansfield Robbins was a young- 
ter, he and the other neighborhood 
:ids took hitting lessons from 
)hase. 


“He’d demonstrate how to hit the? 5 
ball a mile,” Mansfield Robbins 
said. “One of his favourite tricks 
was standing in his backyard on 
Foster Street and hitting the ball 
over the houses to Stirling Park.” 

Mansfield Robbins had two 
uncles, Stanton Robbins and Hyle 
Robbins, on the Colored All-Stars. 
He even has a medallion from 
Stanton Robbins commemorating 
the 1934 season that he sometimes 
wears on a chain. 

He organized a bus trip taking 
56 people from St. John’s Lodge to 
the game. They were part of a 
Chatham contingent conservative¬ 
ly estimated at more than 300. 

Total attendance was 28,112 on a 
warm and sunny day. On Sunday, 
the Blue Jays distributed comic 
books featuring the Colored All- 
Stars and the Toronto players. 

“I’m glad the Blue Jays decided 
to do this while there’s still two of 
them alive,” Blake Harding said. 
“If they waited another year, they 
might not be here.” 

“To see the All-Stars and the 
Negro Leagues honoured the way 
they are today, it’s very gratifying,” 
added Toronto’s Robert Browning, 
59, son of Len Harding. “I’m very 
proud to know my father played for 
the team.” 

The Colored All-Stars never had 
the chance to take their careers 
much farther than Chatham. It 
wasn’t until 1947 that Jackie 
Robinson broke baseball’s colour 
line. By then, the All-Stars were 
well past their prime. 

Tabron liked Flat Chase’s 
chances of making the major 
leagues. He wasn’t as positive 
about his own. 

“I thought I might have made 
the No. 1 minor (league),” he said. 

“I thought my hitting as a short¬ 
stop would have kept me out of the 
majors. I was not a great hitter.” 

Back then, ball players were 
happy to find a diamond with some 
grass. Many fields were just dirt 
and gravel. 

Tabron chuckled when asked 
how it felt to finally step onto a big- 
league field, with a retractable roof 
and artificial turf and seating for 
more than 50,000 fans. 

“Wish I could have done it earli¬ 
er in life,” he smiled. “It’s some¬ 
thing you never anticipate doing. 
You wonder if you were worth all of 
that.”

Chatham Colored 
All-Stars honoured

TORONTO — Sagasta Harding walked 
away from baseball 68 years ago as a cham¬ 
pion. 

He returned Saturday as an inspiration. 

His hearing isn’t so good now. His baseball 
bat has been replaced by a cane. And a bout 
with cancer means he must be fed through a 
tube in his stomach. 

But none of that prevented Harding, 94, 
from throwing a ceremonial first pitch at the 
SkyDome before the game between the 
Toronto Blue Jays and the Boston Red Sox. 

The Blue Jays paid tribute to the Negro 
Leagues by wearing the uniforms of the 1934 
Chatham Colored All-Stars. 

Harding and Don Tabron — the only sur¬ 
viving members of the team — were hon¬ 
oured with a pre-game ceremony on the field. 

“I’ve never seen anything like this,” 
Harding said beforehand while sitting the 
Blue Jays’ bench. “This is wonderful.” 

The Colored All-Stars were the first team 
comprised entirely of black players to enter 
the Ontario Baseball Association playoffs. 

Their OBA championship victory over the 
Penetanguishene Shipbuilders on Oct. 23, 
1934, proved to be the final baseball game for 
Harding. 

He played a lot of softball after returning 
to Romulus, Mich., where he still lives. But 
he never wore another baseball uniform until 
Saturday afternoon, when he pulled on the 
crisp white jersey with red pinstriping and 
Stars written across the chest. 


“After we won the championship, I went to 
the States and got a job with Ford and I 
retired then,” he said. “... At that time, when 
you worked at Ford, you didn’t have time for 
anything else. 

“You see, it was pretty hard times at that 
time. When you had a job, you had to stay 
with it.” 

While the Red Sox took batting practice 
before the game and the Blue Jays retreated 
to their clubhouse, Toronto pitcher Corey 
Thurman spoke with Harding and Tabron 
for several minutes. 

“I had to tell them, ‘Thank you very much. 
We really appreciate it,”’ Thurman said. 
“And not just for us as African-Americans in 
baseball but for everyone, to teach us we can 
all get along.” 

The game drew more than 28,000 fans, 
the largest turnout at the SkyDome since 
opening day. At least 300 came from 
Chatham and dozens more of the ball play¬ 
ers’ descendants arrived from across Ontario 
and the United States. 

“I never anticipated anything like this,” 
said Tabron, 86. “At no time in my life did I 
think something like this might happen.” 

Chatham’s Horace Chase, a son of Colored 
All-Stars pitcher Earl (Flat) Chase, joined 
Harding and Tabron for the ceremony. He 
had helped the Blue Jays prepare the tribute 
to the ground-breaking team. 

“This is their day, not my day,” said Chase, 
66. “I’m glad they asked me to come down 
here and represent my dad. But my inten¬ 
tion was to get them the honour that’s due 
them.”

“One day about seven or eight 
years ago, I was driving around 
Chatham trying to see who I 
could see,” he said. “I drove 



around for 
awhile and 
decided to stop 
outside of a 
church.”

Chatham Sports Hall Of Fame 
induction ceremony, it was 
believed all of the members from 
the 1934 All-Stars were deceased. 

The day of the banquet, Horace 
Chase, son of Earl ‘Flat’ Chase, 
learned the North Buxton-born 
Sagasta Harding was still alive. 

In the next few weeks, it was 
also learned that Tabron too was 
alive and well in Detroit. 

This September, ‘Flat’ Chase 
will be inducted into the 
Chatham Sports Hall Of Fame 
into the oldtime athletes category. 

How about inviting Don Tabron 
and Sagasta Harding to the cere¬ 
mony? 

What a way to bring these leg¬ 
endary heroes home again. 

And that will just be the begin¬ 
ning. 

The Blue Jays are planning to 
“do it up big” next summer at the 
SkyDome when they will again 
wear the Chatham uniforms in a 
game. 

What a scene it will be and 
what a thrill for all Chathamites 
when Mr. Tabron and Mr. 

Harding are introduced during 
the opening ceremonies. 

Tabron is already looking for¬ 
ward to throwing out the first 


ball. 

It’s quite a comeback story, 
isn’t it? Planning public appear¬ 
ances for two gentlemen who last 
year at this time, we thought had 
passed on. 

•As proud as we all were yes¬ 
terday seeing the Chatham uni¬ 
forms on the Blue Jays, we also 
were left very disappointed by 
CBC’s coverage. 

Outside of the pre-game refer¬ 
ence, CBC’s broadcast crew made 
no other references to the 


Chatham Colored All-Stars. 

“I was glad to see the uniforms, 
they were very authentic,” said 
Blake Harding, son of Boomer 
Harding. 

“It was nice to see them recog¬ 
nized because these men are a 
part of our heritage and they 
opened a lot of doors in this com¬ 
munity because of their athletic 
success 

“But,” Harding said, “the Blue 
Jays and the CBC didn’t do their 
homework. 

“They made reference to the 
Cubans, but never said anything 
more about the Chatham team.” 

The pre-game reference to the 
Chatham All-Stars came from the 
press release the Blue Jays issued 
Friday. 

They added nothing more the 
entire broadcast. 

Obviously, the CBC didn’t do 
any background work, which is 
understandable considering the 
late timing for the project. 

But I was surprised they didn’t 
use Mark Malone’s story, which 
Canadian Press moved across 
Canada and appeared in numer¬ 
ous newspapers, as reference. 

“My whole family was watching 
the game, I called relatives and 
friends...” Harding said. “We 
planned the day around the game 
and had our meal watching the 
ball game. 

“But I can’t help feeling the 
Jays and CBC brought nothing to 
the table.” 

Harding, however, realizes this 
was the first step in bringing 
recognition to the team and is 
looking forward to next summer’s 
game in Toronto. 

The Chase brothers — Earl 
and Horace — were both excited 
to see the uniforms on the Jays 
but also a little disappointed in 
the overall broadcast. 

“I can understand because this 
was all put on by the Americans,” 
said Earl, as the game was a pro¬ 
ject of the Mets, not the Blue 
Jays. 

“Hopefully they will do a better 
job giving our team the proper 
exposure next year in Toronto,” 
Horace added. 

• It was supposed to be a 
salute to the Negro Leagues, so 
what did the Associated Press 
photographers send to the 
Canadian Press for papers across 
Canada? 

Seven pictures of the game and 
all seven pictures featured white 
players on the Jays and Mets. 

So, if you’re wondering why we 
used a picture of Jays’ pitcher 
Chris Michalak instead of Carlos 
Delgado or Shannon Stewart it’s 
the only choice we had! 

• I made one mistake in 
Saturday’s column — I aged 
myself about 25-30 years. 

I grew up with grandsons 
and granddaughters of those 
’34 players — not the sons and 
daughters. 

Don’t get me wrong, I like Earl. 
Horace and Blake — but they’re a 
lot older than me!

An honour 
well deserved 

Chatham is well-known around the country as the Maple City 
and an automotive town, but this city has been something else all 
these years that many Canadians, unless they followed the Hall of 
Fame career of Fergie Jenkins, may not have known - it has been 
a great baseball town. 

Fergie is by far Chatham’s best-known baseball product. The big 
righthander from Chatham’s east end had an outstanding career 
with the Chicago Cubs, Boston Red Sox and Texas Rangers. He 
won a Cy Young Award as the best pitcher in the National League 
and is the only hurler in history to record more than 3,000 strike¬ 
outs and less than 1,000 walks. 

However, Fergie was not the only Chatham resident to make it 
to the “show” as his neighbour, relief pitcher Bill Atkinson, spent 
some time with the Montreal Expos, and Doug Melvin, after a 
minor league career, moved into the front office side of the game 
and was most recently the general manager of the Texas Rangers. 

Add those impressive resumes to the dozens of Ontario Minor 
Baseball Association and Ontario Baseball Association champi¬ 
onships won by teams representing Chatham and it is easy to see 
why the game has had such a hold on residents over the years. 

However, there was one team that was perhaps a cut above the 
others. They played before many people reading this were born 
and they rang up an impressive string of firsts. They were the 
Chatham Colored All-Stars, who in 1934 were not only the first 
team whose roster was filled completely with black players to 
enter the Ontario Baseball Association, but also the first black 
team to win the provincial title when they beat Penetanguishene 
Shipbuilders on Oct. 23. 

Last year the Toronto Blue Jays wore replica uniforms of the 
Stars during a game with the New York Mets in New York, and 
while that was nice, the Jays decided to go the Mets one step bet¬ 
ter and this past Saturday honoured the team with a special day 
at SkyDome. 

On hand were more than 300 people from the Chatham-Kent 
area to take in the special pre-game celebrations that include two 
members of that famous team - Don Tabron, 86, and Sagasta 
Harding, 94. The two former players couldn’t understand what all 
the fuss was about. 

However, in this day and age when everything is go-go-go, and 
everyone seems to be looking to the future instead of the past, it is 
nice to take some time and make a fuss about some of the good 
things that have happened. 

The Blue Jays did a great thing in honouring the Chatham 
Colored All-Stars, because one thing is certain, such a team will 
never pass this way again.

Albert Sagasta Harding , who played right field for the Chatham Colored All 
Stars in Ontario, died of throat cancer Sunday at Arbor Hospice in An n 
Arbor. 

He was 94, lived in Romulus and was called Sagasta. He was the next to 
last survivor of the All Stars, who played across Canada in the 1930s. The 
last survivor is Don Tabron. 

The All Stars played exhibition games -- sometimes five times a week ~ 
and in 1934 won the championship of the City Baseball League. A picture of 
the 1934 team hangs in the Baseball Hall of Fame in Cooperstown, N.Y., 
with Mr. Harding standing proudly in the center of the back row. 

In July, the Toronto Blue Jays honored the All Stars, and Mr. Harding went 
to Toronto for the event. 

"He was so happy," his granddaughter Sandra Mason said Tuesday. "He had a 
wonderful time. The Toronto Blue Jays wore the jerseys of my grandfather's 
team." 

Tabron was there, too. 

"It was the first time he’d seen his teammate in probably 50,60 years," 

Mason said. 

Mr. Harding was born in North Buxton, Ontario, grew up there and came to 
Michigan in 1928. 

After leaving baseball, he went to work in the foundry at Ford's River 
Rouge plant. He retired in 1967 after 28 years on the job. 

In addition to his granddaughter, survivors include two grandsons and a 
sister.

It appears at a ball game in 
this city the umpires are a bit 
lax in keeping the players in the 
dugoutl during games. Whether

the players are sitting on the 
ground in front of the dugout 
with the bats-placed in front of 
them. Seldom have we noticed 
a team in the dugouts proper 
except when it begins to 
during the tilt. 


This may be a small matter 

but it is worth calling attention 
to. If a batter fouls a pitch high 
into the air and near the dugout 
has the catcher a fair chance to 
make a put-out? In our minds 
he has not. At Stirling Park, 
perhaps,* it doesnt make much 
difference for the screen is only 
a short distance behind the 
plate.

However, at the Training Cen¬ 
tre field, formerly the Athletic 
Park, it is quite a different 
story. With the stands the re¬ 
gulation distance (90 feet) from 
the plate there are chances for 
foul pops to be caught. In the 
game the other night at the 
:l camp, ‘‘Boomer” Harding, sol¬ 
diers’ catcher, went after a high 
’ foul near the Dresden dugout 
j and fell amongst the players 
sitting in front of the dugout. 
Naturally he missed the ball, but 
if these players had been in the 
douguot, the batter likely would 

have been out.

Both teams were offenders in 

that respect but it so happened 
that no foul pops went near the 
■ soldiers dugout and caused no 
mix up. It is a somewhat dan¬ 
gerous thing when a catcher 
tries for a foul and has to run 
amongst a crowd of players for 
someone is quite liable to get 
hurt. “Boomer” is by no means 
a lightweight, and with his 
equipment and spiked shoes on, 
he could easily hurt someone, 
perhaps seriously, if he hit them 
too hard.

And The Time-Clock

A RCADC Henry (Hahky Biasatti, a 23-year-old ' 
Canadian of Italian stock now playing first base 
for the Toronto Maple Leafs, is on his way to base¬ 
ball's big time because, in some measure, of a time- 
clock in a Windsor automobile plant. 

There are other factors, of course, such as his 
perspicuity at first base and his tenacity at the plate 
and his absolute devotion to the game itself, but be¬ 
yond all of these is the basic motivation—the Wind¬ 
sor time-clock. 

Biasatti was loaned to the Leafs for the 1948 sea¬ 
son by the Philadelphia Athletics, who own his con¬ 
tract. Connie Mack, the A's owner, says Hank is 
going to play for him, next season or the one after, 
depending on the degree of his improvement with the 
Leafs this year. This is no picayune pronounce¬ 
ment, Ball players born and raised in Canada who 
have made the big time can be counted, quickly and 
accurately, by a moron. To put it another way, 
there aren't many. 

Hank's dad has worked in Windsor more than 20 
years, ever since he emigrated from Beano, Italy, 
where Henry was born January 14, 

1925. Hank was 18 months old when 
the family reached Canada. He grew up 
in Windsor where his dad got work in 
the automobile plant. He still remem¬ 
bers vividly the lay-offs at the plant; 
he remembers, too, how his father, 
rose early in order that he could punch 
the time-clock that ruled his life. 

“Ruled all our lives,” recalls Hank, 
who has two younger brothers. “If I 
could help it, I used to say, I’d not 
punch a clock." 

Baseball was the answer. Instead of 
punching clocks, Hank started punch¬ 
ing baseballs with a swish of his fat 
bat. It was a long, slow, tough process, 
fraught with adversity. But no obstacle 
was as formidable as the memory of

application and perseverance, the process is taking 
positive shape-now, 

“Next year, maybe the year after, but I rather 
think next year," Connie Mack mused as he watched 
Biasatti in Florida early last April. “I think he’ll be 
ready after a year of Triple-A ball." 

The sharp-eyed, spare, alert Mack sat in a 
straight-back chair at West Palm 
Beach, as his A s engaged the Maple 
Leafs in an exhibition game. Hank 
was at first base for the Torontos. 

“He’s a fine boy," Mack said, pressed 
for an appraisal. “I’ve heard it said 
that he's a little small for a first base- 
man (Hank shades five-eleven) but I 
like his fielding. The double play, first 
to second to first, was made for him. 

He'll hit the long ball from now on. 

He was young when Toronto tried him 
in 1946 and Triple-A was too fast for 
him. But he developed his power at 
Savannah last sea¬ 
son. A season in 
the International 
League will ready 
him, I feel, for our 
league," 

Lou Brissie en¬ 
dorsed Mack's ap¬ 
proach. Lou Brissie 
has been described 
by Mack as potentially as great a 
southpaw as Rube Waddell or Lefty 
Grove. That is to say. Mack likes 
him. All of the baseball world ad¬ 
mires his courage. He almost lost 
his left leg in Italian fighting, sur¬ 
vived 23 major operations on it in a 
two-year hospital siege so that he 
could be a pitcher, his boyhood am¬ 
bition. He played with Biasatti at

Savannah last season, farmed there by the A*s. Be¬ 
cause of his war wounds Brissie didn't work during 
the first six weeks of last season but still managed 
to win 25 games in that very good Class A league. He 
fanned 278 hitters in 251 innings, led the South- 
Atlantic League's pitchers. 

“Hank's a great fellah and you tell the people of 
Canada they've got a fine ball player," directed 
Brissie, a North Carolinian. “He bat¬ 
ted .298 and hit 2 home runs for us 
and he hit all but one of them on the 
road. Our park at Savannah is a foot¬ 
ball field and Hank was aiming at a 
wall a mile away. At that, he knocked 
in 101 runs. With an ordinary walL 
say about 340 feet, I guess he'd have 
hit 35 home runs and probably batted 
around .330 or so." 

Biasatti, a rather shy, extremely 
affable fellow, with fair, crewcut hair* 
a heavy mouth and a grin that usually 
closes his dark brown eyes, is a self- 
taught ball player, a quiet, serious* 
ambitious left-hander with none of the 
celebrated eccentricities of the south¬ 
paws of fiction. Baseball to him is a 
game he loves to play but, more than 
that, it is his business. To it, and to 
his own improvement in it, he devotes 
just about every waking hour. 

He got two brief whirls with Toronto 
in 1946 but, as Connie Mack noted, he was out of his 
depth. Not many International League fans, in fact* 
ever expected to see him return, so dismal was his 
work at the plate. He was a faultless fielder but with 
the willow he was an automatic out. The Leafs ship¬ 
ped him off to Savannah after a month’s trial. Sav¬ 
annah found him inept and returned him. Toronto 
shipped him deeper into the bushes after another brief 
trial, this time to Sunbury. Pa., in the Class G Inter-

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Eliott Strikes Out

All decks were cleared at the 
Cricket Field last night when 
Aluminums vanquished Vimy by 
9 to 3 and thus qualified to par¬ 
ticipate in the Kingston Baseball 
Association senior play-offs 
against Navy, runners-up to the 
pace-setting Locos, in a best two 
out of three series which will 
commence on Monday evening, 
the home team to be decided via 
the toss of a coin. 

With the veteran and crafty 
Jack Williams on the mound for 
Vimy and several Aluminum reg¬ 
ulars conspicuous by absence it 
was feared that the Radleymen 
might encounter tough sledding 
but they quickly dispelled all 
doubt when in the first inning 
they made only two hits — both 
singles—and yet scored five runs. 
Fortune continued to smile on 
them throughout the engagement 
and they earned only three of 
their markers, the support ac¬ 
corded Williams beipg atrocious.

“Yip” Radley played in 
right field instead of his usual 
stamping ground in left and Ait- 
ken replaced Green at second 
base. 

i When Aluminum supporters 
gazed at this remarkable collec¬ 
tion. they .feared the worst was 
about to happen hut “Master¬ 
mind” Radley and his cohorts 
quelled all anxiety when eight of 
them went to bat in the first inn- 
ting and for no good reason at 
all scored five unearned runs. 

Aitken, first man up, struck

Radley hit a 
( grounder and when McArthur 
j fumbled the ball Elliott counted.

Fraw¬ 
ley struck out but Rank connected 
for a one-bagger, scoring Radley 
and Quinn. Rank was trapped off 
first and run down. 2 hits, 5 runs, 
2 errors. 


— Harding Connects 

Harding led off the second inn¬ 
ing by hitting a homer far past 
the cars parked in deep left field. 
Segalowitz doubled t? right, 
Dunn fanned and Ouellette 
grounded out, Segalowitz regis¬ 
tering at the home piffle. Easton 
was hit and stole second. Williams 
singled but was trapped off first 
base, Frawley to Rank. 3 hits, 2 
runs, 0 errors. 

Baleida opened the third inning 
by hitting another home run, the 
ball travelling almost to the court 
house. ... After that Elliott took 
no chances at all and during the 
remaining four innings the best 
the baffled Vimyites could do was 
to collect two useless singles. 

Aluminums struck that baseball 
lode again in the fourth inning 
and the fates smiled benignly 
when they manufactured three 
runs and made only two safeties.

Chatham Colored Stars 
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Return Under New ftame

Disbanded during the war years, 
since 1939 to be exact when the 
armed forces sapped their unit too 
greatly, one of the finest ball 
teams in the district, and also one 
of the best drawing cards to ever 
play in Western Counties or O.B. 
A. ranks, Chatham Colored All- 
Stars has returned to the diamond 
wars and may perhaps, make a 
name for itself and its city in the 
not too distant future. 

Although not playing under the 
title of the All-Stars, and minus 
several of the regulars who car¬ 
ried Chatham to the O.B.A. Inter¬ 
mediate “A” title in 1934, the club 
has the same spirit which the one 
that carried the Maple City’s col¬ 
ors during the ’30’s possessed. 

The colored boys have taken the 
name Taylor A.C. and are mighty 
proud of it. They have a reason to 
feel that way too, for they belong 
to one of the most active sports 
organizations in Chatham. Be¬ 
sides baseball the Taylor organ¬ 
isation promotes boxing, wrestling 
and is planning to branch out to 
tennis and other summer sports 
. . . even horseshoes. 

Baseball fans throughout the 
district will long remember the 
boys who carried the All-Stars to 
| fame in 1934 and later in 1937, 

| when they advanced to the pro- 
j vincial finals against Meaford 
| only to run into a squabble and 
have O.B. A. heads declare no 
titlists. 

Earl “Flat” Chase, “King” Ter¬ 
rell, “Boomer” Harding, Willie 
Shaugnosh, an Indian who hailed 
from the Walpole Island reserve, 
Fergy Jenkins, Don “Ace” Wash¬ 
ington, the fellow who was more 
than a versatile manager, Don 
Taborn and the late Len Harding. 
Those are just a few who played 
with the club during its prime, but 
they were the ones who Chatham 
and Western Ontario will remem¬ 
ber longest. 

Organized in 1932 

The All-Stars organized way 
back in 1932, and the next year 
entered the old Chatham City 
League along with Phillips, R. G. 
Dunnf and a couple of other clubs.. 
Immediately they were organized 
they ^became..one of the best draw¬ 
ing cards >ih 'the city, not only be¬ 
cause .-it HyaS the first time a col¬ 
ored team'-was fielded in' Chatham, 
buf because they pdhyed a brand 
of' hall Which the fans liked. They 
were-tops* at ^heckling” and never 

k l up after the first inning. “Hap- 
Barker, now operating a bar¬ 
ber strop, in Chatham, was a coach 
^during the ehrly years and played 
a great part in carrying them to 
provincial *honors. Fans will £nd 
it hard to forget his rasping voice 
and “rat-it-tat-fcat” which never 
failed to rattle any hurler. 

It didn’t take long for the Maple 
CityTh realize it had a champion 
outfit and the next year, along 
with the help of Archie Stirling, 
“Mr. Baseball” himself in Chat¬ 
ham, the stars entered Ontario 
playdown as well as Western Coun¬ 
ties. 

Archie Remembers 
Archie smiles as he reminisced, 
going back to that year. 

“The fellows didn’t know wheth¬ 
er or not to tackle the O.B.A, 

) games and they worried that they 
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may not be accepted because of 
their color,” he advanced. “But 
we got around that. We just sign¬ 
ed the certificates and mentioned 
nothing about the Colored All- 
Stars. They were entered as the 
Chatham All-Stars, but as soon as 
they played a couple of games and 
O.B.A. heads found what drawing 
powers they had, they were sent 
all over the country. 

“And I’ll never forget the night 
they came back to town with the 
Intermediate cup after they beat 
Aylmer in the finals,” Archie con¬ 
tinued. “They loaded it on an old 
truck and paraded through the 
streets with the entire team and 
all their supporters trailing behind. 
They were certainly a happy 
bunch of boys.” 

The Club lost Washington in ’35 
when he went to Strathroy and 
played with another bail club 
which left its mark- in Ontario 
diamonds, but they continued to 
play good ball and always ad¬ 
vanced weil into O.B.A. playdowns. 
In the late ’30s the club began to 
crumble and in 1939 it folded be¬ 
cause many of the players enlisted. 

Last January a group of some 
of the older players and others in¬ 
terested in sports founded the 
Taylor A.C. and moved into an old 
building on King street east which 
would enable them to promote 
boxing and other indoor sports as 
well. 

“Boomer” Harding who started 
with the Stars when he was still 
in his teens, was one of the main 
boosters and when he received his 
discarge from the army, he got to 
work organizing a ball club. 

By the time the Kent League 
was ready to open a month ago, 
the Taylor A.C. was fully organ¬ 
ized, with new uniforms and all 
the trimmings. They made their 
first home appearance of the 1946 
season at Stirling Park Saturday, 
and although they lost to the Chat¬ 
ham Seniors, they still made a 
good showing. 

Old Timers Gone 
Some of the old timers were 
noticeably absent, but many were 
back in uniform, even though 
they rode the bench to give 
younger players a chance to prove 
what they had. “Flat” Chase 
started the game on the sidelines 
as did Harding and “King” Terrell, 
the southpaw third baseman, but 
before the game ended were called j 
upon for relief duty. “Flat” went 
to the mound and showed he still 
has plenty of speed despite his 
age, which incidently, he keeps a 
closely guarded, secret although 
London’s Bill Wagner claims he 
played against #lat” 15 years ago 
when the lat£ei#was. in his prime 
and doing his bit for, Windsor. 
Terrell went to^third and Boomer 
behind the plate. The fans were 
quick to admit , in the few innings 
the \*ets worked, that the Taylor 
A.C. has definitely organized a top- 
notch baseball club which shofcild 
go places as long as they can hold 
their present team together. 

The majority of the 1946 edition 
of the Stars have played ball in 
Chatham before and have much 
experience behind them, but the j 
club has a weak mound corps. 
Chase can still throw h^? blazing 
fast ball and wicked crossfire as 
well as hold down any position in * 
the infield, but that is where the 
mound staff ends. Pete Browning, 
who played with No. 12 Basic 
Training Centre during the war 
years, started Saturday’s game, 
but he is an outfielder and more 
than likely will move to the gar¬ 
dens before the season’s end. How¬ 
ever coach Harding hopes to build 
a mound staff either by importing 
a couple of hurlers or discovering 
a find in his own backyard, which 
might be highly probable. 

With fellows like Ken. Milburn, 
Bill Henson, Orville Olby, Abie 
Scott, Bill Crosby, Andy Harding, 
Goy Ladd and a few others, mixed 
up with Chase, Terrell and “Boom¬ 
er” Harding, Chatham has a likely 
contender for Intermediate honors 
and a worthy successor for the 
“Stars” of old who will be talked 
about in Chatham and Western 
Ontario for years to come.

Bocmer Harding fol¬ 
lowed and sent Beggs’ first pitch 
high into left field for a clean 
single and Kelly scampered across 
the plate with plenty to spare. 

Tubby Bathurst gave a brilliant 
performance in the hot corner 
for the locals handling four hard- 
hit balls flawlessly. Flat Chase 
was reaching far and wide for 14 
putouts at first while Os Suitor 
raced back to the fence to pull 
down Lane’s hoist in the seventh 
and Mahon did likewise in the 
ninth to rob Galbraith. Conserv¬ 
ing strength and energy, Cart¬ 
wright retired the Strathroy nine 
on four pitches in the third and 
fourth innings.
